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THE DOMESTIC TRAINING OF GIRLS. 
—--- -- — 


Tae letter from Mrs, Sincer, which we published last week, deals with an 
important, yet by no means an unfamiliar, subject. We have taken pains 
on more than one occasion to draw attention to the neglect with which the 
question of training girls for domestic occupations is being treated by the 
community, We prefer now, as we have done hitherto, to consider the 
matter in its broader aspect. Domestic training not only enables girls to 
gain a certain and a respectable livelihood, but supplies the necessary eq ulp- 
ment of the good housewife. Girls will be wives and mothers one day, and 
the teaching they receive ought, on every principle of common sense, to be 
thaped with some reference to the fact. The happiness of the home largely 


depends upon the manner in which its commonplace details are ordered, Dut 
especially 1S this true of the homes of the lower middle-class and of the poor, 


It would be well if every girl, of hich as well of low degree, were to learn 


household management and cookery, as part of her education. But for the 


female pupils of the communal schools the knowledge is a necessity. When 
these girls marry they will have to do their own cooking, nurse their babies. 


and perhaps sweep and scrub their rooms. According to the knowledge and 


the skill they bring to bear upon these occupations will be the decree of 


comfort which will reign in their homes. A course of had cooking, an untidy 


house, that peculiarly exasperating form of mismanagement which reduces 
everything to a chronic state of “ muddle “—any of these is enough to turn 


a good husband into a bad one. Prepared to be thoroughly domesticated, 


he comes at last to dislike his home, and to keep out of it as much as possi- 
ble. Very often extravagant habits are the result; for a man cannot 
have conforts abroad without paying dearly for grem. If both the present 
and the next generation are to be duly cared for, girls must be so taught 
as to fit them to be good housewives, 


The value of domestic training as a preparation for industrial life must 


also be kept in view. . The opportunities for obtaining remunerative employ- 


ment do not tend to multiply in these days, and women are finding this out as 


well as men, The labour-market is overstocked ; and many girls now think 


themselves fortunate if they can manage to get only some of their time occu- 
pied. 


Domestic service is the one signal exception to the rule. Far from 


there being a superabundance of workers in this field, the demand for them 
is greater than the supply. Nowadays the loss of a domestic servant, even 
thonch her capacity is far from brilliant, amounts almost to a calamity. 


W hence is her place t» be supplied :

through the registry.office. There are scores of mistresses who would be 
only too delighted at the prospect which the engagement of a Jewish servant 
trained in one of our public scheols would offer. 


It say? little for the perspicacity of Jewish girls that hitherto they have 
persistently been blind to their opportunity in this respect.* Here are comfort- 
able homes waiting forthem, where the work is not too heavy and the 
supervision leniént and kindly. Jewish masters and mistresses are notori- 
ously indulgent, andin then the Jewish domestic servant would find ‘true 


friends. Moreover,-domestic service is well paid and respectable, — It affords 
ample opportunity for saving money, and it is free from the temptations 
incidental to oecupations which are followed either wholly or partially away 
from home. Unfortunately it is not more popular with Jewish girls than 
with those of other denominations. To be always at the beck and eall of a 
master or mistress is thought irksome. 
tasteful. Girls like to have their liberty, to be their own mistresses, 


to go to their work when they like and to take a holiday when they like.

These notions should be eradicated as quickly as possible ; 


household work, and impressing upon them the advantages of domestic 
service. Instruction in the various branches of domestic occupation should 
form as necessary a part of the teaching as lessons in spelling or ciphering. 
At present while many subjects are taught in Jewish schools which are of 
doubtful utility,the domestic training, which cannot fail to be useful, hardly 
receives attention. A knowledge of the dates of the Sovereigns since the 
Conquest is an excellent thing enough ; but it will not much help a poor 
girl to get a_ living. in

particular, as we pointed out on a previous occasion, ought to 
see that its female pupils are trained to domestic pursuits, It reeog- 


nizes the necessity, not only of educating the children it shelters, but of 
apprenticing them to vocations by which they may earn their bread. Why 
Joes not the apprenticeship commence in the institution itself? Why 
should not all the female pupils be practically taught household work, and 


| 
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the most skilful of them specially trained for domestic service? The insti- 
tution has every facility. The building must be kept clean, and 
the food must be cooked for the inmates ; and the children should be accus- 
tomed te take a larger and a more systematic part in the performance of 
these tasks than they have done hitherto. The advantages of domestic 
service, too, might be insisted on with peculiarly successful effect, seeing 
that the children are to a large extent exempt from adverse influences, 
The disinclination of Jewish girls for domestic service is in 
great measure due to prejudices imbibed in their own homes, In the case 
of the children of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, those prejudices 
might easily be dispelled by wise teachers, whose instruction and reason- 
ing, in the case of orphans above all, would hardly have any rivalry to 
contend against. It is strange that the importance of this question sho uld 
hitherto have been practically ignored by the managers of the institution. 
The appointment of a Ladies’ Committee which, curiously enough, has for 
many years been lacking, would doubtless be the means for introducing de- 
sirable changes in the system. But there is no reason why domestic training 
should not be included in the teaching of every school, Cookery can be practi- 
ally tangzht everywhere ; so, too, can dusting and sweeping and scrubbing. 
All that is required is alittle outlay and more energy. It needs only that Jew- 
ish girls should be trained for domestic service, and familiarised with the 
idea of entering it, to inerease at once the supply of capable Jewish servants 
and the demand for tliem. The number of persons desirous of engaging 
Jewesses as cooks or housemaids or nurses would be still larger if there 
were a prospect of their proving efficient. At present the unfavourable 
experience of many mistresses deters them from employing Jewish servants. 
But they would be glad enough to ignore experience if they were sure of 
getting a cook who is not utterly devoid of the rudiments of her art, or a 
housemaid who possesses a greater capacity for dusting than breaking. And 
they would have this assurance if our educational institutions deliberately 
undertook the task of fitting girls for domestic work. Among other deno- 
minations there are schools which charge themselves with the performance 
of this task ; why should we Jews be behindhand:in this respect? If the 
women of the community care only for the comfort of their own households, 
to say nothing of the future welfare of their poorer sisters, they will set 
about remedying the defect promptly and vigoronsly. 


THE FINANCES OF THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE, 


The annual accounts of the United Synagogue will be considered by the 
General Council next Tuesday. We have grown accustomed to the admirable 
manner in which they are prepared, and the clearness, conciseness, and excellent 
arrangement of previous years are fully manifested in the accounts before us. 
As we anticipated, the deficit of £738 in the Badget of +1884 has been 
turned into an actual balance of £310. This may appear at first sight highly 
gratifying—and so it is, as far as the fact goes—but when the accounts are rigidly 
scrntinised the gratification must be somewhat qualified. The Budget for the 
current year shows an estimated deficiency of no less than £1,700. We are not, 
therefore, surprised to find that the Treasurers ‘call the attention of the Council 
to this very serious fact, which should be borne in mind when sums of money 
are voted from the General Fund with almost reckless extravagance.” ‘This is 
rather strong language for, as it were, Chancellors of the Exchequer to address 
to a House of Commons ; but those best able to judge will maintain that it is 
fully justified, and, in any case, deserves the serious attention of the body to 
whom it is addressed. We notice that the estimated “ deticit ’ is almost identical 
with the amounts shown in the Estimates for 1885 for recoupments of stock and 
repayments of debentures.

It will be seen from the foregoing table that the actual income for the year 
amounts to £23,055 (s. 2d., and the actual expenditure to £22,201 7s. showing 
that, but for recoupments and repayments, there would be a gain of £854 2s. 2d. 
Although there is a balance at the end of 1884 of £991 16s. less than that with 
which the year was commenced, there must be set against this £1,845 18s. 2d, 
applied in recoupments and repayments. There has been a diminished income 
during the year of £92 17s. 4d. from the Constituent Synagogues, and on balance, 

94109 12s. 6d. in payments to the United Synagogue ; in all, £209 9s 10. There 
has been increased expenditure, on balance, of £47 17s. 2d, in the Constituent 


Synagogues, and of £471 14s. 9d. in the United Synagogue account, while she 


amount recouped and repaid in 1884 beyond the same items im 1883 was L5AD ; 
in all, an increased expenditure of £1,104 12s. The Treasurers point out that 
“ but for the balance from 1883, the investinents and repayments must have been 
met by a sale of stock,’ and that “the annual fundings for recoupments of 
stock and repayment of debentures seriously cripple the current account of the 
United Synagogue.”’ 

The aggregate (permanent) seat rentals in all the constituent synagogues 
have increased by £80, and the total number of seats is 2,620, a net increase of 
l7. The following show an increased number of seatholders : Great 4, New, 7, 
Borough 3, St. John's Wood, 21, East London, 3, and West End, 1; whilst the 
following exhibit a diminution : Hambro, 5, Bayswater, 3, Central, 8, North 
London, 6. The aggregate offerings show an increase of £35, but as the Offerings 
in Memoriam of the late Baroness Lionel de Rothschild amounted to considerably 
more than £600, the normal offerings exhibit an enormons falling off, “ probably 
accounted for only by the great depression in trade and commerce.” The Trea- 
surers speak very favourably of the new system of Special Donations in lieu of 
offerings at the West End Synagogue. . ;

The number of marriages solemnised in the Constituent Synagogues was 410, 
au increase of 61 over 1883. “There is still great complaint on the part of the 
City Synagogues that the cheap scale of weddings is taken advantage of by 
persons well able to pay the higher scule.” The subject is being considered by 
the Executive Committee. The tota! ammount received for marriage eharges was 
LOS1 12s. 3d, an average of £1 13s. 74. 

The Treasurers direct special attention to the increase of £587 in Pensions. 
We have for several years pointed out the seriéus fact that no adequate provision 
has been made for this necessarily increasing itern of expenditure. We are 
therefore pleased to notice that the Treasurers recommend that the subject be 
referred to the Executive Comriiittée for considération and report. 


The only account of a Constituent Synagogue to which it is necessary to 
refer isthat of the Hambro’ Synagogue. In connection with the serious results 
exhibited by the accounts Of this synagogue for years past we cannot do better 
than quote at length the fully justified comments of the Treasurers of the 
United Synagogue. 

“ The Treasurers regret being compelled again and again, as they have done 
for a'series of years; to remark upon the continual and increasing deficit of this 
synagogue, causing, as it appears to them, useless expenditure of communal 
monies. Certainly, both the honorary and paid officials of the synagogue use 
their utinost endeavours, in its interest, to try to keep its doors open, and to make 
both financial ends meet, but, ia truth, the difficulty lies not in their want of 
zeal, but in their not having material to deal with. The fact is, three synagogucs: 
are no longer required in that particular locality, and in such close proximity to each 
other. The Treasurers strongly urge the Board of Management of the Hambro’ 
Synagogue to take into serious consideration the advisability of arranging to 
transfer the seatholders and members of the Hambro’ Synagogue to some other 
of the constituent synagogues, for evidently there will have to be some limit to 
which the Hambro’ Synagogue can be permitted to be a charge on the ceneral 
funds of the United Synage wue, more especially when ample accommodation for 
all its members exists in the neighbouring Synagogues, there being 220 seats 
vacant in the (ireat and New, while there are only 161 seats occupied in the 
Hambro’. The amalgamation was intended to adjust inequalities necessitated by 
the movementsof population, and of maintaining places of worship in localities too 
poor to contribute sufficiently, but not to keep open the doors of a superfluous 
building in a locality where other accommodation is ainply provided,” 

The Loan of £1,100 made in 1867 by the Great Synagogue to the North London 
Synagogue has been entirely repaid. The Treasurers remark ‘‘ the history of the re- 
payment of this loan is a singular one, and emphatically marks the benefits of amal- 
gamation. It would almost seem asif this amalgam ution was foreshadowed at the 
time the loan was made, for the conditions were that the site of the then proposed 
North London Synagogue, with all buildings to be erected thereon, be vested in 
Trustees chosen by the Great Synagogue, and that, after payment of all debts, 
liabilities, and of the loan, a proportion of the incowe was te be paid to the Gr. at 
Synagogue, in aid of its disbursement for communal purposes. > Feom 1867 to 
1881, the recoupment of stock took place at the rate of osty £25 per annam.. In 
1882, £365 were recouped 4883, £225°;-and-in 1884, £259, amotnts which, 
under the previous arrangement, would probably have beén impossible.”’ 

In concluding ourreview of these accounts, we must again refer to the ad- 
mirable manner in which they have been prepared and arranged by Dr, Asher, 
whose arduous duties as Secretary of the United Synagogue form only the “ offi- 
cial,’ but by no means the sole portion of the valuable services he renders to the 
community. The Treasurers, Messrs. David Davis and Henry Lueas, have again 
performed their responsible and not always agreeable or sufticiently appreciated 
labours with zeal, discretion, and, we believe, thoroughly judicial impartiality, 
endeavouring to inspire their fellow members of the Council with a desire to 
minister to the general communal welfare rather than to selfishly regard the 
interests of any one constituent synagogue only, ’ 


REMARKABLE DISAPPEARANCE 
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“ON THE STUDY OF THE 


TALMUD.” 


This is the title of a very able and learned article which has just appeared 
(anonymously ) in the Westminster Review. My readers will allow me to be indis- 
creet by giving the names of the joint authors, they are Mr. 8S. Schechter and 
Mr. Claude Montefiore. The former who came to England a short time ago from 
Berlin, is the guide of Mr. Montefiore for Talmudic and Rabbinic studies. Having 
been brought up in the old-fashioned Talmudic seho Is, usually called Yi shibot, 
he has the Talmud and the Midrash at his fingers’ end, and is on the point of 
bringing out a critical edition of the enlarged treatise of the Sayings of the 
Fathers (Pirkéy A bot), attributed to a certain R Nathan. and known therefore 
as Abot de R. Nathan. ' It will be seen from the references to the Talmud and 
Midrash, as furnishing parallel passages to the treatise of R. Nathan, how well 
acquainted Mr. Shechter is with this branch of Rabbinical learning. In his 
article on the commentaries to the thirteen logical rules of Hillel, which appeared 
in the Bet Talmud and which was noticed in the Jew sh Chronit le, he has shown 
his consummate knowledge of the Talinud. 
prepared for pronouncing his opinion “ On the Study of the Talmud.” But owing 
to his short stay in England, Mr. Shechts r has not yet At quired sufticient Lnow. 
ledge of the language for presenting his interesting subject in a popular form, 
and, moreover, to adapt his criticisms to the English tuste. This was the work 
of his haber (associate) Mr. Montetiore. The two conjoint authors have followed 
the advice of Joshua, son of Perahiah, who said: “Make for thyself a Rab 
(master) and acquire a hahe Toe thy nm we may aleo apply the woede in Exodus 
concerning Moses and Aaron : “ And he shall be to thee instead of a mouth, and 
thou shall be to him instead of God.” 


The object of Mr, Scheehter’s article is to show how in the last twenty years 
a great number of Jewish and Christian scholars or semi-scholars of all countries 
have made use of the “ Ocean” of the Talmud, as the Rabbis use to’ call this 
vist hook. WwW ithout much knowledce of it, and without even Lyi ing able to con- 
sult any ancient commentaries and modern Jewish critics.. They trusted to Latin 
translations of entire treatises or of extracts and led into error themselves and 
their readers. I shall not mention here the difficulties which anyone has to sur- 
mount in studying the Taliud, in which a varicty of subjects is treated in a 
variety of dialects and all that without any methodical arrangement. Of this 1 
shall speak in another article in these columns concerning the French translation 
of the Jerusalem Talmud. Let me only state now, that men like Rapoport, by 
whom we possess the first part of an exhaustive Talmudical Encyclopedia, Z 
Frankel, who wrote introductions to the Mishnah and the Jerusalem Talmud, J, 
Levi, who is the author of the Talmnudical dictionary, now in the course of pub- 
lication, and many other eminent Talmudists of various countries, found very 
often sthbaibliag blocks in their way for many a passage, in the Talmud, in apite 
of all the commentaries and of their philological training. And all these men 
were brought up in the old Yeshibot where nothing but the Talmud was taught. 
No wonder that they pronounced a unanimous opinion that the Talmnd cannot be 
inade accessible by translations. Nowadays, however, we see men who under- 
take with light heart translations of this gigantic work of cight centuries teach- 
ing, and-they find no difliculties whatever in their task. A happy class of men 
indeed which I and many others, and amongst them [ am sure ts Mr. Schechter 
also, envy for their courage. Formerly it was an easy thing to write commenta- 
‘ries on the Old and the New Testament ; now the Talmud and the Midrash is 
a la mode. ‘Catenas after catenas appear, to which introductions are prefixed by 
men who have not even seen the binding of the Talmud. According to the 
disposition of the writers, “ the Taluwud,” as Mr. Schecliter rightly says, “is the 
perfection of the Beautiful and Good ; to others the acme of revolting wicked- 
‘ness and ugliness. Its stories are now deep parables and lovely legends ; now 
they are silly fables, insipid exaggerations. It is now profound and logical ; now 
shallow and soullc 58, and so foith ud infinitum,” 

As long as the different and superficial opinions are uttered on the Work 
itself, no one will grudge it, for have we not the same ignerant or semi-ignorant 
utterances on classical books or on other Eastern subjects ? Sach literature 
comes up, like the gourd of Jonah, in a night, and perishes in a night. Bat 
when the teaching of the Rabbis is taken up for comparison with that of the New 
Testament, inaccurate interpretation of passages inthe Talmnd ‘becomes even 
more pernicious to Christians than to Jews. The ‘Talinud has already survived 
attacks by men like Raymundus Martini, Paulus Christianum, Paul of Burgos, 
Kisenmenger and others, and there is no danger to this book by calling the 
tabbis “ self-righteous, self-seeking jurists,” who are mad with self-exaltation, 
and whose doctrines are brimful of ‘ profanity,’ ‘ superstition,’ and self-glory,” 
attributes which Dr, Edersheim gives in his last book (‘* The Life and Tine of 
But how about Christian scholars, when they are told in 
comparison with the superiority of the teaching of Jesus, that the writings of the 
Rabbis are replete with “absurd and silly legends,” * foolish, repulsive,” even 
‘blasphemous stories,” and when all these stories and legentls,; if they-even 
deserved these ill-chosen epithets, are only to be found among [abbis of the 
second century onwardsi? In the parts relating to Eschatology, the Gehenna,. 
and Paradise, and the Messiah Dr. Edersheim makes use even of documents of 
the eighth and ninth centuries Is this the right method for an impartial en- 
quiry ?) We may safely say, that the whole Rabbinical Literature of the time 
of Christ, as recorded in the Talmud and the Midrash, which consists chiefly in 
ethical sayings, and juridic, casuistic, and liturgical sentences, does not_fill more 
than a dozen pages. I wonder how many hundred pages they make in Dr. Eder- 
Bheim’s two huge volumes? But this is not all. Mr. Schechter points out many 
mistranslations in Talmudic passages, which by the way are in many cases cor- 
rected in the second edition. And what a number of sayings are overlooked by 
Dr. Edersheim, from which he could have drawn opposite conclusions. Let me 
cite one instance only of Mr. Schechter’s article. “ Christ said, ‘ There 18 joy in 


Mr. Shechter was, therefore. well ° 


heaven over one sinner that repenteth.’ Pharisaism said, ‘ There is joy before 
God when those who provoke Him perish from the world.’ So far Dr. Eders- 
heim. This pharisaic sentence is to be found in the Babylonian Talmud, and is 
of course an individual opinion of a later date. 


But let ns see what an earlier 
document in the Mishnah says: 


“ When man has to suffer because of his sin, the Shekhinwh laments, ‘Woe tomy 
head, woe to my arm.’ If, then, it is so painful to Heaven when the blood of the 
wicked is shed, how much more when that of the righteous?” And we have 
above all to blame in Dr. Edersheim’s book that he gives individual opinions 
as general opinions of the Rabbis, and that he does not allow. influ- 
ence for certain inhuman sayings, and which are often merely jokes. Such 
is for instance the saying, “slaughter the Best of the Gentiles,” which Mr. 
Schechter compares W ith the words Nieder mit den Walschen, uttered by a Gier- 
raan poet in his patriotic feeling for the Fatherland. I should rather quote a 
more recent utterance by a Professor and M.P., who eaid that all the Lords 
deserved to be hanged. Will anybody in a thousand years when he shall find 
this sentence recorded jn a paper, mention the English at such and such date had 
“bloodthirsty teaching Certainly not. 


Dr. Edersheim, against whose fanatic opinions of the Talmud Mr. Shechter’s 
article is chietly. directed, intended no harm to the Jéws, of that we are certain. 
He was simply carried away by his fervent belief in Jesus and his teaching, for 
which converts are always more enthusiastic than orthodox Christians. He is,in one 
word, plus royaliste que le roi. But this is, I am sorry to say, a poor apology 
for him, for, as Mr. Shechter rightly says, the Talmud ought to be studied 
honestly and for other purposes than solely for religious controversy. When 
passages are philologically and historically explained with accuracy, and when 
the possible dates of them are given, then there will be no harm in using the 
Talmud for comparison with Christian teaching. But we shall perhaps come to 
this impartial method when this branch of literature is properly taught in 
the Universities, as it is already in many of them. The Talinud will have 
to be treated encyclopedically and each branch worked out by itself, as has 
already been done for the scanty data on the political history of the Jews, for 
geography, for medicine, for zoology, and partly also. for mathematics. ‘Theo- 
logy and philosophy there ts rione, as Mr. Shechter rightly observed ; but the 
greatest advantage will be gained for Semitic philology, and for this point cer- 
tainly no translation will be of service. The Talmud and the Midrash must be 
read in the original ; translations will give only a poor and often a false idea of 
this literature. 


As regards public teaching and articles: in encyclopedias, Mr. Schechter 
judiciously remarks, “* We must not bid philologers, historians, and statesmen 
seck in the records of the Rabbis for instruction and counsel, and not say to the 
public at large, ‘ that many discoveries thought to belong to a recent age, were, 
in truth, well known to the doctors of the Talmud.” This isa hint to Dr. 
Schiller-Szinessy, who in another way is as enthusiastic for the Talmud, as Ur. 
Edersheim is sore against it. — Dr. Schiller-Szinessvy goes still further in his 
ante-dating Rabbinical productions, Mr. Schechter, indeed, s iys with reference 
to some childish conceptions of the Diety in azgadic books, “One warning, 
however, may be given in all certainty, namely, that no Kabbalist or semi-Kab- 
balist works should be adduced or used in an attempt to sketch ant a Talmudic 
theology. Of all these works, such as the Sepher Jezira, the Bahir, the Zohar, 
and others, there is not a single one, the early date of which has not been denied 
by the most competent critics and bibliographers. Whatever the exact « poch is 
to which they belong, they are at all events posterior to the complete Talmud 
(see on this point Rapoport, Zunz [Uiraetz, Jellinek], Steinschneider, and many 
others). It is incomprehensible tous how Dr. Schiller-Seinessy (Art. Midrash 
Encyc. Brit. xvi. 9th,ed.), even if he ventures to oppose this noble band‘ of 
scholars, should have left the student utterly ignorant that he was dogmatically 
maintaining a position which all the great authorities have declared to be wholly 
untenable. [In the forthcoming number of the Revue des Etudes Juives, | have 
given a similar warning to .my colleague in the sister University. [ have. 
retninded him there that I have published « document from a MS. at Parma, 
signed by the Rabbis of Narbonne, ahout 1240, in which the Bahir is declared a 
contemporaneous forgery by Azriel. There were, there are, and there will always 
be fanatics in every branch of learning, as there are in politics and religion. The 
duty of sober and impartial men is to correct their errors. | Whether they will 
take advantage of it, that is another question.

Bazley, Huth, Magniac, Sington, and Major 
Rogers.—Preaching on Sabbath last, at the Great Synagogue, Mauchester, the Rev 
Dr, Salomon referred to the British victory in the Soudan, his text being: “ For 
with a strong hand the Eternal brought thee forth out of the land of Exypt. 


Hans Von BtLow.—Au incident io which Dr. Havs von Biilow, the famous 
German pianist, played the principal part, his been lately one of the leading topics 
of conversation in St. Petersbu:e. Dr, Von Biilow was to have made his first 
aypearance on Saturday, the 1Uth, at a concert given in the Hall of the Nobles 
Club, as Director of the Orchestra and as solo pianist. The programme included a 
Concerto by Goldmark (composer of the ‘Queen of Sheba,”) which Von Bilow 
refused to play, becante, as he said, he would vot perform any compositions of 
Semites. When this decloration came to the car of Prokssor Auer, the renowned 
violinist, of the Conservatoire de Musique, wro, like Anton Rubinstein and Davidow, 
the late and present Directors of that ineiitution, Is of Jewish extraction, he at 
once caused his name to be removed f.om the programme, and declined to take any 
part in the concert, Hans yon biiow has long had the coputation ef being a most 
ardent Jew-hater, 
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The following letter from the Rev. 8. Singer was published in the Bays- 
water Chronicle of last Saturday: 


Sir,—-Attracted by large posters outside St. Matthew's Church, St. Petersburgh 
Place, announcing that sermons would be delivered on Sunday, the 18th inst, on 
behalf of the London Society for Promoting Christianity among the Jews, I deter- 
mined if my duties permitted to be present at one of the services, and to hear for 
myself by whatclass of argumenta the canse of an association which transforms 
bad Jews into worse Christians is advanced, I deeply regret that I was unable to 
lear the vicar's sermon in the morning. It was a singular coincidence that at the 
very moment when the Rev. Mr. Sullivan was appealing to his congregation to 
assist by their contributions in the conversion of Jews to Christianity, a number 
of the younger memters of my flock, assembled at the distance of but a few ya:d: 
from St, Matthew's, were being exhorted to respect the religious convictions of all 
men, Christians included ; but at the same time to understand the purity and 
nobility of their own faith, and to cling with every fibre of their heart end mind 
to that “ Law which Moses commanded us as an inheritance for the congregation 
of Jacob,”’ 

Some of our Christian friends and neighbours found fault with the flaming 
posters placarded immediately opposite a Jewish synagogue, as giving evidence of 
bad taste or something worse. But it is always unwise to take offence where no 
offence is intended, All who know the vicar of St. Matthew's are aware that 
nothing could emanate from or be sanctioned by him calculated to wound the 
feelings of any human being. But whatever difference of opinion might exist as 
to the propriety of the placards, none could be entertained as to the excellent taste 
in which the sermon of the Rev. James A. Bell at the evening service was con- 
ceived. It was remarkable alike for what it expressed and for what it avoided, 
Tt contained no references to a benighted and stiff-necked race whom it was the 
duty of believers to ‘compel to come in.”’ It was not marred by a single word to 
which the most fastidious Israelite could take exception, It was a most, lucid and 
learned acdress, and breathed in every sentence the spirit of a gentleman. 

Beyond this, with the strongest desire to be just to Mr. Bell and his audience, I 
am unable to go, I pass over the theological part of the preachers argument, for 
your journal is hardly the place for a discussion, especially by a Jew, on the Epistle 
of ‘the Romans. But when Mr, Bell asserts that the work of conversion is in a 
hopeful state, and that it would be altogether agooi thing if it were still more 
prosperous, I am impelled to ease my mind and to implore the benevolent inbabit- 
ants of this district to consider whether they cannot devote their charity to some 
worthier object than the Society for Promoting Christianity among the Jews. 

One of the hopeful signs upon which the preacher dwelt was that Jews no 
longer regard Christians with hatred and contempt. He was just enough to confess 
that when the Jew did hate and despise the Christian it was the Christian's fault. 
It is the conclusion to which every unprejudiced reader of history must arrive. 
Indeed, the burden of all the charges made by Christians against Jews down to our 
own time might be summed up in the lines— 

eee Cet animal est tres-mechant : 
Quard on l’attaque il se défend. 

Centuries of persecution produced their effect upon the character of the Jew. But 
the Jew has ashort memory for injuries, and fifty years of justice and humanity 
have almos’ obliterated the record of the wrongs he has suffered for thirty times that 
period, and have stifled within his breast even the faintest promptings to resent- 
ment. Jews are now to be found side by side with Christians, as Mr, Bell remarked, 
‘in Parliament, in public schools and universities, in all manner of trades and pro- 
fessions.’’ Now, how has this more pleasing state of things been brought about? 
It is, I take it, the direct effect of promoting Christianity among the Christians. 
The more this policy is pursued, the less ground will there be for anyone to delude 
himself with the notion that he ought to waste time and treasure in promoting 
Christianity among the Jews. 

Another hopeful sign, taid the reverend speaker, was that Jews were beginning 
io appreciate the character of Jesus,and he quoted in this connection the well- 
known opinion of the Jewish historian, Gritz, the views of Dr, Wise, as well as those 
of one of our own most esteemed ministers, the Rev, Professor Marks It is unde- 
niable that Jews entertain a profound respect for the ethical system of the founder 
of Christianity. The Sermon on the Mount is (with the exception of a few pre- 
cepts, Which would be subversive >f law and peace, and which Christians themselves 
never practically carry out) a splendid reflex of Old Testament and rabbinical 
ethics. Here, then, we are on common ground, andvan hardly be brought nearer 
together—unless it be in the applicatien of the Sermon. If, in days gone by, Jews 
sometimes spoke disrespectfully of the founder of Christianity, it was because, as is 
the habit of persecuted races—they inferred the character of the Master and hia 
teachings from the conduct of thore who are avowedly his disciples ; and when not 
only the common crowd, but the princes and prelates of Christendom, offered them 
the Religion of Love at the point of the sword; when they forced them either to 
conform to a faith rejected by their whole intellect and instinct, or to pty for their 
steadfastness at the stake, or by exile, or by life-long oppression and contumely, is 
it to be wondered at that many Jews of those times judged the tree by its fruits, 
and condemned the profession for the deeds of its recognised professors’? And yet, 
strange to say, it did not require the more tolerant spirit of the nineteenth century 
to induce Jews to honour the good that is in other men's faiths, In the very dark- 
est ages there were men in Israel who recognired the bright side of Christianity, 
men who, like Maimonides, acknowledged in Christianity one of God's agencies for 
wradvally leading mankind to that pure Monotheism of which Jews are the most 
faichful gaardians, and to the blissfal reign of the Messiah, in the glories of which 
Gentile and Jew shall alike participate. 

I wonld ask all those who are so sincere in seeking our conversion, in what way 
would a Jew become a better_man by leaving his own, and joining the Christian 
communion? Would he be a better son. brother, husband, father’ Would he be 
a more faithful subject or a more loyal citizen? Wonld he be more industrious, 
thrifty, sober, upright, or truth-loving? It is impossible for Christianity to make 
higher demands upon him in these respects than Judaism. In the true son of 
Israel, so far-reaching is the spirit of charity that it extends to those realms which 
most other creeds claim for their followers exclusively. He believes that “ the 
righteous of all the nations of the world have a share in the life to come.” What 
more merciful teaching, what loftier hope has Christianity to offer him? Would it 
not be well that the simple folk who pour a perpetual stream of goldintothe coffers 
of the Society for Promoting Christianity among the Jews should remember 
these things? Are there not some thousands of wretched beings in London alone, 
“outcasts "’ in a sense that rarely applies to Jews, in reclaiming whom the large in- 
come of the Society might be mere rationally and advantageously employed ? 

And when the Society has made up its ac »ounts, and examined its purchases and 
its expenditure, what does it find’? So many souls at so many pounds apiece. I 
have not the balance sheet of the Society in my possession, but I should strongly 
recommend every contributor to the Society's funds to insist upon having one, av 
if possible also to verify the statements as to the exact gainin sou's, The averag 
cost used to be about £400 each. Perhapsit has varied of late. Anyhow it is an 
expensive luxury. And who are the converted Jews whom the Society welcomes 
into the protestant Church? Contrast the class of Protestant converts to Catho- 

licism with the class of Jews whom the Society secures for their church! Is it not 
an incontrovertible fact that in a large proportion of cazes “ putting off the oldand 
putting on the new man’ meant with converted Jews a transition from a state in 
which they were “‘unhonoured and unsung” to one in which their vanity was 
abundantly satisfied ? 


Many of these converts are drawn from the class of pour emigrants from 


Russia and Poland, who are discovered in a pitiable plight by the z-alous agents of 
the Society, and who, when their palms have been crossed with gold, forthwith 
begin to prophesy. It is true some of these “ Hebrew Christians "' are now ministers 
of various churches ; but have these gentlemen lost or gained in a pecuniary sense 
by the exchange? Is it not, to say the least, suspicious, when thechange in a man’s 
religion is invariably accompanied by an improvement in some form or other in his 
worldly prospects ? 

Let us suppose the case of a Jew in troubleas to the state of his soul; let us 
suppose him while in this condition of spiritual distress unexpectedly coming acrosa 
a New Testament. He reads in the book, and then, by a audden flash of inspiration 
‘lam stating a typicel case, suchas is described in the popular tracts on the sub- 
ject), he discovers that Judaism means darkness and Christianity light. All 
nuw depends upon his environment, At Moscow he must fly to the Greek Church ; 
at Vienna to the Romish ; in London he will take refage in—well!l that must depend 
upon the street in which helives. In St. Petersburgh Place, indeed, it will depend 
upon the part of the street in which he lives. His heart is divided within him, 
He rushes to the Christian camp for peace. He finds the Christian camp split and 
rent in a hundred divisions He hears the ministers of a hundred denominations 
each vigourously attack and condemn the rest. Each considers the other “ corrapt 
in dectrine and in practice."" The Jew used to thihk mistakenly of Christianity ; 
but he never thought—certainly, he never spoke—such harsh things as Christians 
think and eay of one another. If he is an honest man, he will want to investigate 
the claims and merits of each sect before he decides,’ Alas! life is too short for so 
stupendous an undertaking, If he ia wise as well as honest, he will say to himself, 
“When Christians have composed their differences, it will be time for me to think 
of joining them. With all this waving of standards, these confused movements of 
hostile troops, this dense clond of dust, I cannot see the Prince of Peace One seeks 
in vain for rest upon a tattle field. Rather let me return and ask for the old paths 
once more, where the good way is, and I shall find rest for my soul.”

ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION, 


— — 


The annual meeting of the Birmingham Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Arsocia- 
tion was held on Sunday last, in the school-room of the congregation, Sivger's Hill, 
The Rev. G. J. EMANUEL prerided, 

The Honorary Secretary (Mr. Selim Samuel) read the statement of accounts, 
which showed that during the past year the receipte amounted to £80 l6s, 9d., 
including subscriptions, £75 17. lid., of which thesum of £70 had been remitted 
to the Par°nt Society. 

The Rev. G. J. EMANvEL, President of the Branch, in proposing the adoption of 
the financial statement, cave an interesting sketch of the movement initiated by 
the French Jews in favour of their brethren in Oriental countries. In Fngland, — 
the Birmingham congregation had been the firet Jewish body which acknowledged 
it to be their duty to make systematic efforts on behalf of their fellow Jews in leas 
favoured countries than their own, and for several yearsa branch of the Alliance 
leraélite existed in the capital of the Midlands. When, however, the Anglo-Jewish 
Association was formed, the members of the Alliance at Birmingham thought 
it but patriotic to transfer their allegiance from the French to the Eaglish boly. 
As a branch the Jews in Birmingham had had many vicissitu les. At the present 
time they were not quite ro strong and pro*perous as they could wieh, but they 
must not stand still. They must do their utmost to increase the import-~ee of the 
society, and enable it to carry out the work fer which it was es ablished with 
greater success. When their fellow-‘ointrymen of other faiths were scou ing the 
world with their missions, it would not be right for them to confine their philan- 
thropic exertions to their own towr or oountry. Their sympsthies mast be 
extended far and wide, ond they eager!y tock the opportanity of joining others 
similarly disposed to assist their brethrenin distant countries. They endeavoured 
to ben fit their countrymen in Oriental countries ; they endeavoured to defend 
them and help them against persecution and oppression, In staving off the attacks 
of fanaticism they were striving to do something which might prevent such attacks 
in the future, and they were also devoting themselves to the work of educating the 
young in those countries. That was the most prominent part of their operations. 
There was an immense field before them still unoccupied, and the Associa‘ioa only 
required additional funds to carry on the good work. 

Mr. E. Davis seconded the resolution which was carried. 

Mr. J. PHILLIPS proposed the election of the Committee, and Councillor Davis 
seconded the resolution, which was carried. 

The Rev. A. Léwy, Secretary of the Parent Association ‘n London, who at- 
tended by special invitation of the Birmingham Branch, then addressed the meeting. 
He remarked that the Anglo-Jewish Asscciation had to devote itself to the crushing 
of tyranny and the development ‘of education. The Jewa were so situated that 
they conld not interfere politically, like the eubjects of a State who could appaal 
to the Government on causes which concerned the politics of another country. 
They did not repres:ntas Jews a political body. They were, to a certain extent, 
Freemasons appointed by the Almighty. Dealing more particularly with 
the dangers with which their Jewish brethren were threatened in some of 
the less enlightened counties, he referrelto Rawia. Toey were at present an- 
certain whether the next laws which were being framed there would forge fresh fettera 
forthe Jews, ot whether the government woull be ealightened enough to ex- 
tinenish all those lawe of exclu-ion which created not among the Jews, but the 
enemies of Jews. that dissension which eventually resulted in Nibilism and reyo- 
lution,and which would besure to befal any country where one tubject was not 
placed on a level with his fellow subjects. Mr. Lowy described at some length the 
cruelties which were being practised on the Jews in Morocco, and dwelt in forcible 
language on the systematic persecution, authorised as it was by the law, to which 
the Roumanisn Jews were exposed, Next speaking of the progress of elucation 
in the East, he pointed out that the Arsociation was doing ite utmost to raise the 
etandard of education in various places by improving the condition of the schools 
and providing thoroughly competent schoolmasters, At the present time they were 
educating altogether between five and six thousand children, but there were un- 
fortunately about 12,000 children for whom no education was provided. They were 
not, however, merely endeavouring to give the children a good education in ele- 
mentary subjects, but they were trying to establish in every large centre a tech- 
nicalechool. It was suggested that in Jerusalem there should be opened a good trades 
echoo! in which varions handivrafts should be taught and where teachers themselves 
could be properly trained, eo that they could send trade masters from place to place. 
When the suv gestion was thorougly carried out it would be a triumphant moment 
for the Association and the Jews in general. ! 

On the motion of Mr. M. J. GOLDsMID, seconded by Mr. J. Joseru, a vote of 
thenks was accorded to Mr. Lowy for hie address, and the proceedings terminated 
with a vote of thavks to the chairman for presiding,

THE JEWS 


IN| MOROCCO. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
TANGIER, Jan. 14, 1885. 

The Prime Minister's apprehensions regarding the probable onslanght upon 
the Jews in the interior towns of this country can justly be interpreted as a 
threat, and vegin to be carried into efle tina stall way, which is likely to lead 
to greater outrages if not checked in time. 

It is usual at the Moorish festival of El Mouloud (birth of, Mohamed) for 
the Aissaouas, who are a kind of savage tribe dispersed in all towns of Morocco, 
to assemble at Mequinez and celebrate the first day of the festival at the tomb 
of their patron saint. The chief feature in the ceremony is their exciting them 
selves by savage dances to the tune of a most ¢iscordant band of tam-tams— 
elarionets and tambourines—into a kind of religious frenzy, to which tachish 
eating and fumigation by intoxicating drugs are not strangers. While in this 
state the devotees deliver themselves up to the most revolting practices, tearing 
their half-naked bodies and making themselves bleed, striking their heads, and 
rolling themselves in the mud, diverting their pastime with occasionally wounding 
to pieces and devouring raw the limbs of sheep, goats, and other animals 
which are brought to them by way of offering from fanatic believers. In this 
condition the Aissaouas remak. un‘il each band, led by Mokadems, or leaders, is 
driven back into its native town, the leaders making every time fresh efforts to 
keep up the excitement when the madness of their flock seems about to abate. 
There are, of course, processions of these maniacs passing through every town 
in Morocco on the day of their return home, and woe betide the hapless Jew 
whom they come across ; these savages, in all their fury, seem to know by 
instinct, who is a Jew and who is not, or, as it is better believed, their leaders, 
who are armed with heavy eudgels to keep them in order, occasionally open the 
ring and let two or more of the maniacs loose upon any Jew that passes. Many 
have fallen victims to the ill-usage received at their bands ; three years ago a 
poor Jewish young man died from the consequences of the brutal treatment, yet 
the law has no power to punish these brutes nor their leaders, who, on the con- 
trary, are respected almost to idolatry while in their frantic state. 

It is on an‘occasion of this sort that the feeling against the Jews showed 
itself. One of these savage processions, returning from Mequinez, passed 
through Aleazar on the 6th inst. Usually on such occasions the gates of the 
Melluh are closed and strongly guarded to prevent aggression on the Jews ; but 
Alcazar is a town which does not even boast of walls or gates, and as the Jewish 
quarters are not secluded, the Moorish population found the occasion favour. 
able for indulging in their feelings of animosity. Rumours circulated that the 
Aissaouas would attack the Jews’ houses, and therefore the male portion of the 
community, after barricading their houses for the safety of women and children, 
placed themselves in a position to defend their homes and families. It proved. 
however, that it was not the Aissaouas who were to be feared, butIthe populace 
who accompanied them ; the sober portion of those who formed the’ procession 
began to ply cudgel and stones. ‘The affray lasted over an hour before the 
authorities came to the rescue. Sixty Jews were more or less badly wounded, 
and thirteen. Moors bore marks of the Jews’ resistance. We have not heard that 
any remonstrance has been made by any of the foreign representatives, and it is 
certain that no punishment awaits the malefactors. 

The result of steps taken by. the. English representative towards suppressing 
the Demnat outrages are still a matter of expectation. Meanwhile, a fresh fine 
of 1,200 dollars has been imposed by the governor on those who remain in his 
power, 

M. David Cazes, Professor of the Alliance Israélite School at Tunis, has 
arrived here ; he will proceed to other towns in Morocco, to inspect the schools 
and make reports. 

It is much to be regretted that the Anglo- Jewish Association und the Morocco 
Relief Committee do not combine means of testing the result of the Knglish 
Classes subventioned by the latter’s Fund. No doubt Englishmen generally. would 
be glad to see the language propagated in the country. English money is yearly 
spent for that purpose in Morocco. Why should not tie efficiency of the schools 
thus subventioned be put tothe test, is a question which we should like to see 
answered, | 

We hear that the Alliance Israélite Committee here have treated for some 
land to build the girls’ Schools ; but it is much to be regretted that the means 
allowed for conducting it are very insufficient. 

Our Fez correspondents write indignantly respecting the outrage perpetrated 
on a poor Jew at Sefro. He was flogged by order of the Governor, and left in 
such a state that for several weeks he has been obliged to lie with his face down- 
wards owing to the wounds on his back. His friends who brought the case under 
the (irand Vizier’s notice have been offered an indemnity of about seven 
shillings, 

The Tangier Jewish community has been distinguishiug itself by its chari- 
table feelings, Owing to the disasters in Spain caused by the earthquakes, a 
subscription list was opened by the Spanish Minister among the officials. Others 
did not, however, remain behind ; for the press, in connection with one of the 
Clubs, having taken the matter in hand, has raised a subscription which will do 
honour to Tangicr. Among the members of this committee are to be seen Messrs. 
Cohen and Pimients, members of the Réveil du Mavoc’s staff, and Mr. J oseph S. 


Nahon. With the exception of the foreign representatives, the Jews are the 
most liberal contributors. 
Independent of the ordinary collection there will bea series of amateur per: 
formances given by juveniles for the benefit of the fund. 


THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
ST. PE TERSBURG, JAN. 11TH, 1885. 

Recently rumour has been busy with regard to the activity and the plans of the 
Jewish Commission under the presidency of Count Pahlen, of which nothing had 
been heard for some time, These rumours are of such a nature that they do not 
deserve reproducing in this letter ; they are, in fact, merely inventions of the brain 
of some petty scribbler or the other. According to what I hear from a trustworthy 
source, the Commission, which is working with considerable energy, is daily 
receiving such a -mass of fresh material, that a long time must elapse ere it can 
master its collossal task. Day after day fresh memorials and reports pour in to the 
Commission from numerons districts of the Empire. Every matter affecting the 
Jews, of which the Ministerial Department chiefly concerned wishes to rid itself, is 
shunted on to the Commission for consideration. Is it a question of the commercial 
rights of foreign Jews, of a new measure regarding the performance of military 
duties by Jews, of the approvalof a society for diffusing religious knowledge among 
the Jews, of confirming the laws of a Jewish Furd for Promoting Agricultural and 
Industrial pursuits, or of regulating the rights of residence of Jews in the latest of 
our territorial annexations on the Amoor and the Chinese frontier—everything is 
handed over to the Commission, No ideacan, therefore, be formed of the time when 
this body will complete ita labours. 

As an instance of the wide scope of the functions of the Commission I may 
mention the following fact. M. Bogrow, a highly gifted author, was desirous 
of peacefully ending his days on the property of his wife, a Christian. But he was 
a Jew, and in accordance with the “ temporary measures” of Count Ignatieff, he 
had no right to live in a rural district, even in the area of the Jewish settlement, 
wherethe property was situated. M. Bogrow therenjion memorialised the Govern- 
ment for permission to carry out his desire. His petition which was, strongly re- 
commended, was referred to the Jewish Commission, and as M. Bogrow was person- 
ally acquainted with Count Pahlen, it was anticipated that his prayer would be 

‘granted. This expectation was realised, but it was coupled with such onerons 
restrictions, that M, Bogrow in deep despair and with a heavy heart, purchased the 
right offered him by renouncing his ancestral religion and embracing Christianity, 

But if the law has not yet improved our position, our situation has yet been 
sensibly bettered thanks to the jast attitude taken up in recent times by the Senate, 

which has overthrown various measures adopted by provincial authorities to the 
detriment of the Jews, The action of the Senate has made itself felt in the inner. 
life and disposition of our sorely tried coreligionists, and to some extent has also 
been manifested in the demonstrations recently held in honour of some noteworthy 
Jews. Thus, for example, we celebrated a fortnight ago the completion of a 
quarter of a century's literary activity of the well-known Jewish writer, M. Abram- 
owitz, who is widely known for his elegant Hebrew compositions, and particularly 
for his admirable translations into that language of works upon natural history, 
zoology and botany: Atthe present moment the friends of the Hebrew tongue and 
literature, and admirers of the distinguished editor‘ of the /lamelit:, M, A, 
Zederbaum, are preparing to celebrate the publication of the thousandth number of 
this widely circulated journal. The féte will take place to-morrow, the day of pub- 
lication, when M. Zederbaum will be presented with a congratulatory address in 
Hebrew, together with an artistically manufactured silver inkstand and pen, 

There has just been published in this city a collection of poems on Jewish 
subjects, written in the Rassian language by the young and talented Jewish poet, 
Frug. This work has attracted considerable notice, and has been favourably com- 
mented upon by M. Burenin, the first among Russian literary reviewers, notwith- 
standing the fact that he is an anti-Semite and is the principal mainstay of the 
notorious Jew-hating journal, the Nenvje Wremja, Nearlyall the leading Russian 
newspapers have cordially welcomed the book of our rising coreligionist. As the 
works of M. Frug are inaccessible to your readers, it would be out of place to 
review here the latest production of his active pea ; but, in place of any criticisms, 
I purpose giving a very brief biographical sketch of the youthfal poet who has 
already done so much honour to Jadaism. 

M. Samuel Frug, is the son of a poor Jewish colonist at Kischinew, and, like 
all other poor children, received his early education at a Cheder, from which he was 
transferred to a public elementary school. His clear and beautiful writing soon 
obtained for him the post of amanuensis to the local Rabbi, at whose house he was 
engaged from morning until night in the mechanical occupation, of transcribing 
various documents Little time was thus left to him to pursue his studies. 
Nevertheless, his poetic bent of mind succeeded in displaying itself, anda few poems 
which he published in the now defanct Jewish journal Aesve/, gave evidence of 
euch remarkable talent, that the editor and his staff determined to send for young 
Frug, then eighteen years old, in order that he might have a suitable education in 
St. Petersburg. Unfortunately this desideratum has not yet been carried into 
execution, M: Frug did, indeed, com> to this city, but his time has been frittered away 
in his futile efforts to obtain the rights of residence, In order to evade the lynx- 
eyed polise, the young man, who is now the object of admiration and surprise on 
the part of the press, is obliged to seek quarters for the night with acquaintances 
and friends, The strenuous efforts made even by Christians holding respected posi- 
tions toextort from the authorities a te :porary permit of residence have been 
equally unavailing, Und-r these circumstances, and taking into consideration his 
inability toimprove his intellectual position, the poetical talent possessed by M 
Frag redounds the more to his credit, The subjects which he selects for his poems 
are Biblical episodes and Talmudical sayings and legends, which he works into verse 
witha m ty pen. His language is of the purest, and his tone Is very powerfal, 
He has oné or two small failings, but these are excusadle in a comparatively 
uneducated poet who has but just reached the twentieth year of his age.

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THE LATE BARON BOHOR DE MENASCE, 


The death of Baron Bohor David L. de Menasce, which we briefly announced 
in our last issue, and which occurred on the night of January 6th, has caused a 
feeling of widespread grief among all classes of society in Alexandria. By his 
demise nearly all the leading Jewish families in that city are thrown, into 
mourning. On the night before his death a grand ball was to have been given 
at his mansion, among the invited guests having been many officers of the 
English Army of Occupation, but he was suddenly taken ill on the 4th, and the 
invitations were countermanded. The funeral, which took place on the 7th, was 
attended by the é/ite of the population in Alexandria. Baron Bohor de Menasce, 
besides being President of the Jewish Community, was Consular Agent for the 
United States, and knight of several home and foreign orders. He contributed 
largely to all the charitable institutions in Egypt, and to many in different parts 


of Europe. 


OUTRAGE ON A JEW NEAR FEZ. 


A brutal outrage was inflicted on the 17th of last month on a Jew, Shalom 
ben Hayouch, residing at Sefrou, a small town situated about three hours’ dis- 
tance from Fez ( Morocco). The victim, whose body was terribly disfigured by 
wounds, and bathed in blood, was brought in a fearful state of agony to the 
residence, at Fez, of the Director of the Alliance School. When he was some- 
what recovered, the poor fellow stated that he was a bootmaker, and had been 
ordered by the son of the Caid of Sefron to make a particular kind of shoes. 
On representing to the young man that he could not execute the work, owing to 
his not being provided with the necessary textures and embroidery, the Moor 
fell into a towering rage, and caused the Jewish workman to be thrown on the 
ground and whipped. He was then tied to the back of a mule, and in this posi- 
ticn received seven hundred lashes with a switch. It is almost incomprehensible 
that the man did not succumb under this inhumane treatment, even though the 
number of lashes may have been somewhat exaggerated. 

M. Benoliel, the Director of the Fez School, lost no time in having the 
shocking condition of the sufferer certified by a doctor and by the Saltan’s 
Notaries, and in then making a complaint concerning the outrage to the official 
entrusted with the Department of Justice. Little hope was entertained, after 
the bitter experience with regard to the Governor of Dermnat, that the remon- 
strance of M. Benoliel would have any favourable result. The father of the 
assailant himself some time ago murdered the Jew, Moses ben Shetrit, a French 
protege. 


On Sabbath last, Mr, Francis L, Cohen delivered a sermon ‘in the Creat

THe LATE Rev, Emanuvet H. Myers.—The remains of the late Rev. E. H, 
Myers, of Temple Cottage, Ramagate, whose death we announced last week, were 
interred on Friday in the Jewish cemetery at Ramsgate. The principal mourners 
were the two sone, Mr. Phinehas Myers and the Rev. I. Ek, Myers, of Nottingham. 
Among those who attended the funeral were the local Jewish ministers, Mr, Joseph 
Sebag, Mr. If. Guedalla, Dr. Loewe, Mr. Solomon Sebag, Mr, Henry L. Cohen, Dr, 
Woodman, Capt. Vaile, Mr. J. B. Hodgson, The coffin was slowly borne from the 
residence of the deceased to the synagogue, the Revs. D. Piza (of London) and H. 
Shandel meanwhile chanting a dirge. On leaving the synagogue the coflin was 
placed in a hearse, which was followed by several mourning coaches and private 


carriages, the latter including that of Sir Moses Montefiore. The burial service was 
read by the Rev, D. Piza. 


SACRILEGE IN A SynaGcoGue.—The police at Schwabach (Germany) have 
tucceeded in laying their hands upon the miscreant who broke into and robbed the 
local synagogue. He turns out to be an old offender. A esearch made in the house 
of bis mother resulted in the recovery of all the stolen property.

An interesting insight is given, through a communication published by the 
Alliance Israélite Universelle, into the social condition of the Jewish comunity, 
numbering nearly 15,000 souls, in Fez, the capital of the Moorish Empire. The 
picture drawn’ by the correspondent of the Alliance is by no means of an attrac 
tive nature. In the neighbourhood of the Imperial Palace stands the Mellah, or 
Jewish quarter, consisting of narrow and tortuous streets, occupied by lofts 
houses, which are tenanted by many inhabitants. The interiors of the houses 
are spacious, and are constructed in an original manner, The wealthiest families, 
even the landlords, occupy but a single apartment, which serves as a parlour, 
dining ard sleeping room for all the inmates. Married children likewise live 
with their family. In the daytime a large number of mattresses are spread out 
on the floor as articles af luxury ; the richer the family the more mattresses it 
possesses, The result of the deplorable want of common deceney may easily 
he conceived : marriages are contracted at an extremely youthful age. Boys 
becomne husbands at twelve or thirteen years of age, and girls are wives at seven 
or eight. Divorees are consequently very frequent ; at the school there is 
pupil, tifteen years old, who has already been divorced, 
married, and about twenty more are “engaged,”

believe, at hand for this unsavoury condition of affairs in the Alliance School 
which was opened nearly a year ago. The stare of barbarity by which the 
Jews in Fez have for so long atime been surrounded cannot be swept away in-a 
single day. But the moral effect which the establishment of a properly managed 
secular school has already exercised upon the Jewish childre n, the future heads 
of families, is s6 marked, that there is every reason to hope for a substantial, if 
gradual, improvement in the situation of the Jewish community. As it is, 
fathers have become so jealous of their children on account of the secular educa 
tion which is now being given to them at the Alliance School under the able 
direction of M. Solomon Benoliel, that several of the former have actually in- 
scribed themselves as pupils. The novel sight may thus be witnessed at Fez of 
both parents and their offspring being seated on the same schoo! benches in quest 
of useful instruction. 


The eminent pabliciét and Academician, Edmond About, who died the other 
day in Paris, was a staunch friend of the Jews. He was not unmindful of the 
fact that Jewish capital had been of extreme value to him in promoting the 
success of his admirably edited newspaper, the X/Xe Siécle, and he was ever 
ready to open its columns in favour of oppressed Jews throughout the world. 
[In a memoir of M. About, by our coreligionist, M. Joseph Reinach, which 
has been published in the République Francaise, the writer observes, that whilst 
musing one day ona race for whom he had a very strong -liking, M. About 
remarked : “ Israel is not only powerful in the sight of God, he is good in the 
sight of his fellow-creatures.” Edmond About personally must have been des- 
titute of any religious feelings, for by his express desire the funeral ceremony 
was of a purely secular character. 


Those who were fortunate enough to hear Mr. W. St. Chad Boscawen's paper 
at the Victoria Institute on the Historical Evidence of the Abramic Migration, 
or his lecture at the British Museum on the Antiquities of Assyria and Baby- 
lonia, must have come away confirmed in their belief in the historical value of 
the Biblical records. Indeed, belief is hardly the word to use in connection with 
this subject. Modern explorations in Egypt and Chaldwa have demonstrated 
that in the Bible-narrative we have a reliable history, and not a mere string of 
legends appealing for credence to the faithful only. It is noteworthy that this 
age of research has given the Sacred Volume with one hand what it has taken 
from it with the other, If it has cast doubt on the literal accuracy of the Hebrew 
Scriptures, it has also attested in the most striking fashion their historical value. 
The decipherment of the Egyptian monuments, and the discovery of the buried 
cities of Assyria and Babylonia have thrown a wonderful and a wholly unexpected 
light on the Scriptural narrative. As Mr. Boscawen pointed out at the British 
Museum, a valuable series of synchronisims has been established by the results

narrative, 


One of the ages of the Biblical history for which the A ssyriologist has done 
much is that of the Prophets. New meaning and point, says Mr. Bose wen, 
have of late been given to many of the utterances of the Hebrew seers. “ The 
keen perception and the evident training of Isaiah in Oriental diplomacy, and 
the wealth of symbolism as well asthe bitter and cutting sarcastn of Jeremiah, 
were rendered far more apparent when confronted with the records of the kings 
and emperors against which they uttered their denunciations.” Moreover, much 
that was obscure or hopelessly unintelligible in the narrative itself has been made 
plain by the story of the monuments unearthed inthe far East. Nay, valuable light 
has been thrown on a period far carlier than even that of Isaiah. The cuneiform 
inscriptions show that a wave of Semitic migration passed eastward into Baby- 
lonia ata most remote date, and that it ebbed back again to the West some cen- 
turies later. The return tide brought the shepherd-kings to Egypt, and Abram 
to Ganaan. The emigration of the Patriarch from Ur of the Chaldees is thus 
proved to represent a historical fact. Nay, the very date can be fixed within mode- 
rate limits. It lies between 2281 p.c. and 2120 8.c, Similarly the far-off event of 


the invasion of Canaan by Chedorlaomer and his allies is proved to be historically 
true. 


OPENING OF THE NEW ARTIZANS’' DWELLINGS. 


On Monday last Mr. George Rose-Innes, Chairman of the Commissioners of 
City Sewers, formally opened two of the large new blocks of artizins' dwellings 
erected by them in the neighbourhood of Petticoat Square, Middlesex Street. 
The new buildings are in five handsome blocks of red brick and terra-cotta, the 
heraldic bearings of the City of London being a prominent feature both of the 
exterior and interior decoration. Altogether space is afforded for 29 shops with 
large cellarage, and 539 rooms. affording accommodation for 930 souls, The 
foundations were entirely removed, the remains of former erections, many ancient, 
having firet been removed to a great depth, In the matter of sanitation, ventila- 
tion, lighting, and hygienic appliances, these buildings have had the advantage of 
the latest knowledge, and are, in these matters, far beyond even the best houses in 
the metropolis. They were completed within a few days of the anniversary of the 
commencement of the work 

There was a large attendance of centlemen at the buildings at threeo’clock on 
Monday last, amongst whom were the Reva, Dr. H. Adler, I. Cohen, and M. Hast, 
Mr. Samuel Harris, C.C,, Mr. L. H, Phillips, C C., and many of the leading Jewish 
inhabitants of the Portsoken Ward, The keys having been formally presented, a 
procession was formed and two blocks of the new buildings inspected amid many 
expressions of approval aud admiration. The procession then returned to the tent 
specialiy erected, when prayer was offered by the Rev. J. M. Roberton, Vicar of St, 
Botolph, Aldgate. 

At the special request of Mr. Rose-Innes, the Rey. Dr. H. Adler was also 
requested to off? upa prayer, as the great majority of the tenants would be Jews. 
Dr. Adler, thus unexpectedly called upon, advanced on the platform and having 
stated that Jews, in accordance with ancient usage covered their headsin token of 
reverence while praying, offered up the following extempore prayer : 

Almighty God, we offer unto Thee the tribute of our thanksgiving for having 
prospered the work of the Commissioners so that these buildings stand completed 
in all the beauty of usefalness, We are impressed with the truth that except Thou 
build the house, they labour in vain that build it ; except Thou keep the city the 
watchman waketh but in vain. Take these houses under thy protection, Guard 
them from fire, from wasting sickness, from all manner of danger. May the inhabi- 
tants thereof be filled with the steadfast desire diligently to keep the laws of health, 
the precepts of cleanliness and temperance taught by Thee, May they abide to- 
cether like brethren in unity and love. May they go forth rejoicing to their work, 
to earn their daily bread in the sweat of their brow, with honesty and in upright- 


ness, Thou who openest thine hand and satisfiest the desire of every living thing, — 


give them their sustenance in due season, so that they may dwell in their homes in 
peace and contentment, May Thy loving kindness be upon all who labour with 
zeal to the end that they may provide the working classes and the poor about us 
with habitations meet for them. Establish Thou the work of their hands, yea, the 
work of their hands establish Thou it. We implore Thy blessing upon the Chief 
Mavistrate of this City. and upon the members of its Corporation. Hold Thy pro- 
tecting hand, we beseech Thee, over our Queen, her royal house, and all the indwel- 
lers of thisland. From thecruel designs of blood-thirstiness defend us, O Lord, 
God be merciful unto us and bless us ; cause Thy face to shine upon us, that Thy 
way may be known upon earth, Thy eaving health among all nations, Amen ! 

Mr. Rose-Innes, in addressing the meeting, referred in happy terms to the 
Jewish connection with the locality, and announced that in allotting the shops 
and dwellings, preference would given to former inhabitants who were displaced 
by the improvements, 0

JEWS AND MONEY-LENDING, 
To THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Stn —Actnated, I am sure, by excellent intentions, your correspondent, 
‘\ Hebrew Observer,” has written a letter which is calculated to do mischief to the 
cause which both he and I have at heart. Heagrees with me that money-lending is 
a profession which deserves reprobation. He even goes as far as to call the “ takers 
of post-obits ” “ miscreants "—a strong expression which I did not dare, nor should 
I care, to employ. Such persons, he thinks, ought to be stigmatized by all who respect 
themselves, and, socially at any rate, they ought to be tatooed. Despite these views, 
however, your correspondent has contrived to make it appear as though Jewish 
money-lending was not so mischievous as it is usually thought to be. He excuses 
the-money-lender on the ground of necessity, nay, he almost praises him as one who 
supplies a commercial want, He will not allow him to be deprived of any congre- 
gational honours. Such views, in my opinion, are doubly injurious They tend to 
confirm your Christian readers in their belief that we Jews really sympathize with 
the money-lender—-a belief which my first letter was intended to assist in dispell- 
ing ; and they help to palliate his offence in the eyes of the money-lender himself 
and to make him think that it is no offence at all. 

It is ench ideas as those expressed by your correspondent that largely contribute 
t»> keep alive the trade of the money-lender in our community. That the number of 
Jews engaged in it is, to say the least, not decreasing, and that the “ shady ” law- 
suits in which Jewish usurers figure are as numerous as ever, is a melancholy truth 
for which the mischievous opinions on the subject which are he'd by some members 
of the community are greatly responsible, Whileit is universaily admitted that we 
should be much better off, morally and socially, if moneys-lending ceased to be the 
profession of any Jew, more than one excuse is put forward for the fact of its exist- 
ence, Your correspondent has thought it desirable to become the mouthpiece of 
the apologists, The Jewish money-lender, he reminds ue, is the product of ancient 
anti-Jewish oppression, He has not deliberately chosen his vocation, it has been thrust 
upon him, The wonder is, not thatther“are so many Jewish money-lenders, but that 
theceare so few. The money-lender is a disagreeable necessity ; whence, were it not 
for him, should the man, who has no security to offer, obtain the loan he needs ’ 
Your correspondent might have addelan argument equally familiar and cqually 
fallacions: if the loan were not forthcoming from Jews it would be from Chris- 
tians, and therefore the Jew who advances it is not so bad after all. 

All this specious reasoning, however, is beside the mark. The question is not a 
historical or, strictly speaking, a moral one, Admitting that the inordinate number 
of Jews engaged in money-lending is the result of mediwval oppression, how does 
this alter the undoubted fact that the association of so many Jews with the usurer’s 


profession inflicts most serious injury on the Jewish name! The number of Jewish’ 


money-lenders may be exaggerated ; they may appear far more numerous than they 
really are; but the fact remains that they are numerous enough to blacken the 
reputation of the race. The economic argument is equally irrelevant, Supposing 
it to be trne that money-lenders are all but philanthropists in the relief they afford 
to the impeennions who cannot borrow at bank rate, the circumstance remains 
unaltered that they are engaged in a trade which, either from the manner in which 
it is carried on or from its mere reputation,involves them and their coreligionists in 
discredit. Your correspondent draws a distinction between the money-lender and 
the usurer, which I fail to grasp. The Joan-oflice keeper incurs odium by plying a 
trade which, in the popular mind, is associated with extortion and cruelty, I have 
no doubt whatever that there are money-lenders who conduct their business in a 
fair and humane manner; but there are others of whom the exact contrary must be 
said, But even if the latter were not the case the trade of the money-lender should 
be shunned by every Jew for the simple reason that it is popularly regarded with 
reprobation, That Christians follow it is, of course, no argument, 


7 I: is not the 
good name of Christianity, but of Judaism, that is at stake, ; 


Your correspondent thinks that notorious usurers ought to be sofially tabooed ; 
but he is opposed to their being ostracized in the synagogue. “T¢ deny them the 
rights of congregational membership or the honours to which such mem bership 
entitles them, would be,” he thinks, “ to constitute ourselves inquisitors."> I have 
never suggested the first of these courses, I would drive no one from the synagogue. 
Bat Ido hold that congregational. honours ought to be withheld from men who 
bring dishonour upon the people. If todo this is to act the part of the inquisitor, 
then I submit that the inquisition is a righteous one, It is the only way in which 
the community can at once protect itself, and express its sense of the injury that is 
being inflicted upon it. You have yourself, Sir, made the suggestion, in no vindic- 
tive spirit, Iam sure; and it is in no vindictive spirit that I support it. The desire 
is not to punish the money-lender, but to show him and the world what we think 
of him, In justice to ourselves we are bound to take some such notice of his con- 
duct, Is it not an anomaly that men who degrade the community in the eyes of the 
public should be positively singled out for distinction in the House of God! On the 
most solemn occasions—the Day of Atonement for example—when the summons to 
the Reading of the Law is regardel as an honour more than usually precious, the 
money-lender is in many a synagogue to be found among the elect. Does not such 
a circumstance argue a want of self-respect on the part of the community? For 
the sake of the money which the synagogue may gain in consequence, we set men 
ou high among the congregation, whose daily practices we secretly abominate, How 
are the Jewish“ Advance Banks ‘and Loan Offices to be eradicated while this 
monstrous and discreditable state of things continues ? Whatcan the money-lender 
think when the highest honours and the most coveted offices are freely conferred 
upon him in the synagogue and in the council chamber, but that the outery against 
his profession is only cant, and that at heart the community does not care two pins 
atout it, Is it likely that he will realize the fact that he is the enemy of his people, 
or that he will be shamed out of his vocation! Or is it likely that our neighbours 
will be much impressed by our asseverations that we abhor the practices of the 

usurer, and wash our hands of him altogether. The fact is that, so long as in com- 
munal matters wecountenance the money-lender, so long shall we share with him 
the guilt of making the Jewish name a bye-word and a reproach. It mattera not 
how resolutely we may turn the cold shoulder to him in society. We owe at least 
as much to the communal good name as we do toour social reputation ; and we shall 
not have done our duty to the former until we have publicly testified in the most 


practical manner that between money-lending and the sympathies of the community 
there is a great gulf fixed which can never be bridged.

JEWISH WORK GIRLS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Srr.—I have read the letter of Mrs. Singer with much attention. It is a 
charming letter, so naive, so innocent, The philological fact that “lady” is de- 
rived from the Saxon “ hloefdige ” is very interesting. only I fancy Ihave heard it 
mentioned several times from the pulpit. But it is interesting knowledge never- 
theless. and the Saxon word—which pray excuse me writing again—is an excellent 
word toconjure with. It bas a comforting sound too, almost as much as that 
blessed word “ Mesopotamia,” 

The economic question opened up by Mrs, Singer in your columns, why our 
young women do not take to service, is a very old one, and I thought that it had 
long since passed the stege of being an unsolved problem, The answer is easy to 
any one who has really considered the conditions and circumstances of a Jewish 
household, The alternatives proposed by your correspondent are that our. poor 
girls shall become housemaids, cooks, or nurses, The difficulty in regard to all 
these occupations is, in one word, the Sabbath, or rather the restrictions which our 
system has placed on the exercise of the fanctions of the above-named offices on the 
Sabbath day, 

No person, I suppose, keeps more servants than he wants, If the householder 
is orthodox, he will not keep a housemaid or cook whose services are forbidden to 
him on the Sabbath ; if the girl is sufficiently orthodox to be trusted to cook, her 
position except in the few families who are so fromm as to have no cooking shat- 
every done on Sabbath, is one of great temptation : she must cook on Sabbath bat 
she may not touch the fire. Ina few instances her employers forbid her to touch 
fire, but put at her disposal a non-Jewess to perform that duty. But the arrange- 
mentis not satisfactory, and very few houses can afford to keep a non-Jewess 
as assistant, 

In the above lies the main difficulty, but there are others, which, though minor 
in themselves, must still be taken into consideration, Not only must the Jewish 
cook or housemaid be free from labour on the Sabbath, but she must be present 
with her mister and mistress at Aiddush, and mast sit down with them on a foot- 
ing of equality at Sider on Passover, the Feast of Freedom. The non-Jewish ser- 
vants object to this—even as they do to their fellow servants, who are Jewa, being 
exempt from work on Saturday to afar greater extent than applies to them on 
Sunday. The non-Jewess has her “ Sunday out,”’ on which day she may travel to 
see her friends ; to the Jewess, Saturday is a waste day, on which she may neither 
work nor travel, and therefore she must have extra indulgence during the week, 
Thus, the non-Jewish servants are made jealous, and the household machinery creaks. 
The oil of concession has a limit, and then the household machinery stops. The 
offending “ foreign body ”’ is the Jewish cook or housemaid, and she must be sacri- 
ficed to the Furies, 

I have avoided mentioning the familiarity with which Jews treat their ¢m- 
ployers, founded generally on intimate knowledge of their pedigrees. 


This is a fault of education which time may eradicate. The fact, how- 


ever, may be the rest lt of that racial instinct which teaches all Jews that they are 
alike and that Jack is as good as hia master. So far, andas a matter of theory,the 
principle is one with which no fault is te be found ; in practice, however, it leads to 
gross insubordination, 


There is possibly a good and wide field open to such Jewesses of 
fair education as are willing to become sick-nurses; but I doubt if 
this field is owned by Jews, A great deal is now required from the*sick nurse, and 
she must undergo a course of hospital training, And when she has finished her 
etudies, orthodox houses will not employ her. I know ofa case which occurred 
very lately, where an ultra-orthodox Jewish lady declined to employ a Jewish 
monthly nurse because it would be part of nurse's duty to scx baby’s clothes on 
jnstead of pinning them, and a Jewish nurse must not sewon Sabbath. Why then 
should a Jewess study if this is how she is to be treated by her own people? 
Jewesses naturally object to live as Cooks, Housemaids, or Nurses, among non-Jews, 
where by conforming to the rules of their mistress’s houses they practically cease 
to be able to keep their own religious observances, What is wanted is some relax- 
ation of our own stringent laws, If this cannot be granted, it is useless to preach 
to Jewish girls to learn occupations in which, from religious circumstances, they 
cannot find employment. As tailoresses, Xc., they have no difficulty. A few 
hours’ extra night work can make up for Sabbath, The subject might be referred 
to the Committee appointed by the Council of the United Synagogue to consider 
the spiritual destitution of the East End. The Committee might consider the 
spiritual destitution of those—not of the East End—who, for the reasons stated 
will not employ Jews. The facts elicited by the Committee would be interesting in 
the extreme.

Six,—At the Jewish Working Men's Club, of which I have been a member for 
nearly ten years, aspeaker not long ago pointed out, with much emphasis, that an 
ounce of fact was worth a pound of argument, As I happen to be able to produce an 
ounce of fact, respecting the subject upon which Mrs. Singer, with, I believe, much 
kindness and consideration towards our class, wrote in last week's Ch ronicle, I ask 
you to publish it. To prove that I have a practical knowledge of the subject, I 
mention that I am a feather maker by trade, four of my sisters have been cooks, 
and some half-dozen of my fellow work girls have been trained at the Jews’ Hos- 
pital and Orphan Asylum, The result of some of our several experiences is given 
in this letter, 

Mrs, Singer argues that Jewieh girls want educating for domestic ser- 
vice, Allow me to tell her that Jewish mistresses also need educating for household 
duties, They excuse their own ignorance, capriciousness, and bad management, by 
laying the blame upon the servants, and if a Jewish cook be employed, she has 
o bear a much larger sare, for the prejudice against her in the kitchen is only 
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excelled by that in the drawing room. Of course, there are mistresses and mis- : 
tresses as there are servants and servants. But don't let the servant bear the 
mistress’s sins as wellas her own. Mer liberty is not merely restricted but the 
most unreasonable demands are made, Sabbath rest is. of course, out of the ques- 
tion. I have heard of many Christian religious families where the servants are 
daily invited to join the members of the family at prayers, In how many Jewish 
households would they even permit the Jewish cook to hear the Friday evening 
hidduvoh? Then, can Jewish households,9sa rule, keep any cooks—Christian or 
Jewish—long in their service? Surely, the fault cannot rest entirely upon the 
cooks. Just take an average day's work in a small household. Rising before 
seven 0 clock, the cook is expected, aea rule, to clean the doorsteps and hall, prepare 
at least three breakfaste, attend to early callers ; get luncheon realy for the dining 
room and dinner for the nursery and kitchen : then cook the ordinary late dinner 
It is now past eight,and after thirteen hours continuous hard work. she often has 
the task of preparing for the supper after midnight. Her average day's work con- 
sists at least fifteen hours with liberty curtailed, Traly an Arcadian picture! Now 
for the contrast, | 

My own work, as I have said, is that of feather making. I work from nine to 
ceven, five days in the week with reasonable intervals for meals. we have factory 
inspectors to sce that exacting masters do not keep us at work beyond fixed 
hours, to see that the workshops are properly ventilated and so on ; and we have the 
opportunity to mix among our own class without unreasonable restrictions. Ovr 
Sabbaths are really days of rest, and we can join the family circle on Friday nights, 
Sabbaths, and Festivals, and help in many sundry ways to make our own homes 
brighter and happier, As Hamlet says, “ Look on this picture and on that.”

SHALL WE PRAY IN ENGLISH OR HEBREW ? 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE * JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—For a number of years an apathy has anfortunately been evinced by the 
more opulent classes with regard to our religious services being conducted in the 
Holy Language. It is not my intention to enter deeply inte the investigation of 
the causes of this apathy, as itis almost in all instances where an indifference to a 
knowledge of Hebrew is manifested. Our language and our religion are so inter- 
woven as to render their separation a matter of impossibility. Thousands of pages 
have been written declaiming against its continuance, although it is a generally 
e-tablished fact that the existence of a nation essentially depends on the existence 
of its language, and that it flourishes proportionately as it is cultivated. For what as 
a people do we else possess? What but our language and our customs have ruthless 
oppression and degrading tyranny of centuries left us! Our ancestors well knew 
that the language in which the Almighty deigned in days of yore to converse with 
His now fallen people was the onlytie which could permanently connect the 
scattered cliildren of Abraham with themselves and their religion. Nor were our 
oppressors of old ignorant of the fact thatas long as a nation cherishes its lan- 
guage its annihilation is a matter of impossibility. They therefore left no measure 
uncried which could inany way tend to destroy this national feeling. But the most 
tyrannical measures failed in their effect : and many a noble martyr, chained to the 
stake and encircled with towering flames, gave up his soul rather than abjure the 
anguage of h's ancestors, and in his last breath he uttered alond the Siemang in 
the pure, chaste, and sublime Hebrew. It is owing to snch. and similar acts of 
martyr fortitude that the holy language has been transmitted to us and that we ay 
all exist ssa nation, Our language and our religion are inseparable ; they must 
go handin hand together. The existence of one depends on its attachment to the 
other, Let us but for one moment regard the language revered from the religion, 
What does it tecome? A dead tongue! Does God's own language, every letter 
of which has been consecra‘ed by martyr-blood, merit sucha fate’ Shall it be rejected 
as useless, because there are individuals who are either wanting in the patriotism 
which should animate every Jew, or tooindolent to acquire a knowledge of the lan- 
guage which has been bequeathed to us by ourancestors who thought it one of the best 
legacies they could leave their children ’ Shall it be treated asa mere matter cf 
convenience, or shall it be abaudoned bevauss some think it too abstruse,and neither 
so useful as a knowledge of modern languages nor s9 good an introduction to high 
society! I trust that such feelings will never be exhibited by thore who profess 
themselves to be Jews. I fervently hope that the descendants of Abraham will 
never place themselves in such a position as to prove thems+lves unworthy of the 
high trust which their God has reposed in them by rejecting or even neglecting the 
language in which He Himself condescended to hold converse with them,

Sik,—My communication to you on the above subject seems to have been mis- 
construed by many into being virtually an advocacy of the “ Lirpulsion of the 
Hebrew language from the synagogue "’ (which latter phrase was used as the head- 
ing of the very interesting article in your last week's issue), whereas the * /afro- 
duction of the English language into the synagogue " would better express the 
ebject which I, in common with your other correspondents favouring the proposed 
change, nad in view when writing. 

I touched simply on the advisability of rendering the “ prayers "’ in English. 
Now as the service is largely composed of matter which cannot be classed in the 
category of prayer, a very good margin is thus left for the retention of the Hebrew 
language, as a precious heirloom of which Israelites are jastly proud,a bond of 
union between Jews, and a link binding us to the past. 

I regret to learn that but slight interest has been aroused on behalf of the 
above question. It is, I consider, only another proof (if further proof be neces- 
sary) of the harmful effect of the ure-of Hebrew as the language of prayer in 
synagogues, that a subject of such vital importance to Israelites should be treated 
with indifference. This very want of interest which has so far been shown in con- 


¢ nection with this quertion is in itself a strong argument, asserting forcibly that it 


is none too early for the heads of our community to seek for and remove the cauwe 
of the increasing apathy in regard to the conduct of our communal services.

Oar Tarin Correspordent writes : | 

This city lately received a visit from the Cing and Queen, who cama hith«r to 
take part in the fctes in connection with the distribution of prizes to the exh bi 
tors at the Great National Exhibition on which I havedwelt in iny previons letters 
Daring their stay their Majesties cave a State banquet, and among their guests were 
four Jewe. Two of these were the Chevalier: Isaie Ghiron, Librarian of the 
Vittorio Emanuele Library at Rome, and the lawyer Felix Tedesco, President of the 
Section of Stenography at the Exbibition, The other two Jewish guests of our 
august Sovereigns are a'so distinguished members of cur community, 

The Chevalier Ghiron, who Lad been entrusted with the compilation of the. 
Cata'ocue of the section “ Risorgimento Italiano,” th» great atiraction at the 
Exhibition, was at one time eub-Librarian at the Brera Library in Milan. After the 
grave seandals which took place at the Victor Emanuel Librasy during the Bonghi 
Ministry, and which gave rise to a criminal action, the Government selected our 
learned coreligionist from among a large number of Christian candidates, and cou- 
fided to bis care the restoration of order at, acd the direction of, this library, which 
holds rank as the first in the kingdom. Signor Ghiron has since tien given ample 
proof that he thoroughly merited the distinction which was conferred upon him. 

From the exteasive manner in which Jews came forward aa Exhibitore, it mickt 
have been expected that a coodly number of awards wou!'d fa!l to their lot. T. is 
expectation has Leen fully realized. From the official list I gather that 71 Jewish 
exhibitors, distributed over no less than |8 sections (80 varied are the callings which 
the Itelian Jews pursue), received rewards as follows : Diploma of Honour, 1; go'd 
medale, 10: silver medals, 26 ; bronze meda’s, 16 ; honourable mentions, 12 ; secon i 
class certific tee, 3: third class certificates, 3. 

I do not purpose troubling your readere with the entire list; but will siog!e out 
a few here and there who merit special notice. Thesingle recipient of the Diploma 
of Honour was Captaia Giuseppe Vitale, in the War Section. In the Educational 
Section silver meda's were gained by the Jewish Infant Schools at Rome, the Jewish 
Schcol in Fiorence,and the Jewish Girls’ School at Leghorn, and by the headsof these 
institutio:s and of piivate schools, Tle Jewish Technical School at Mondovi 
received a cold medal. In other Sections the Jewish Benevolent Society of Cune 
gained a silver medal, Professor Lombroso of Tario, Prof. Poggi of Savona, Ir. 
Albert Errara of Naples, and Prof. Debenedetti, silver medals, and Prof. Mortara of 
Perugia, a brouze medal. The gold medals were chiefly bestowed on menufacturc rs. 
Signor Giacomo Reggio, of F. rrara, not only carried off a silver medal for his cotion 
goods and buttons, but also took the special gold medal presented by the Minister 
of Commerce and Agricultare. It is noteworthy that Signor Reggio’s exter sive 
manufactory, which was most warmly eulogised by the Minieter Grimaldi in bis 
report to the King, is under the direct management of that gentleman's wife. 

A young Jewieh industralis*, Signor Ernesto Levy, has b:e¢a promoted to th 
grade of Commancer by the King, motu preprie, 

Sicnor Pergola, ex-Rabbi of Fussano, and since then Chazan at Turin, from 
which post he was dismissed rome time ago on account of the various pamphlets it 
pleased him to publish against our holy relipious institutions, and against the 
vene:ab'e honourable members of the Italian Rabbinate, has just issued another 
hrochure of the eame kind. According to his det<stable cnatom, he bas distributed 
some thousands of copies pot alone amoug Jewe, but also among Carictianr, His 
pamphlet is a direct appeal to anti-Semitism, which, however, has but very few 
followers in this country.

The respective ceremonies were attended by a namerouse an! brilliant 
gathering, includ’ng many Christians occupying high officia! and social positions. 


Tue JewIsn PoruLaTion In PoLAND.—According to the recently publishel 
statistical work by Dr. Bensomer, the Jéws in Poland number 1,077,00), in a total 
population of 7,414,656 eoule, In 1572, the Jewish population of Poland was bat 
815,443. Daring the last twelve yeare there has thus been an increase of 12 per 
cent. In Warsaw, the Jews form one-third of the entire number of inbaitants 
The larze increase of Jews in Poland is attributed to the fact that during the last 
series of persecutions the Jews driven from the interior provinces and villages 
soucht a refuge in tbat portion of the Empire, It ia expected that this growth in 
the Jewish popu'ation will diminish as soon as the position of the Jews in ussia 
is improved.

Gleavae Eliot's Life. aare lated in her Letters and Journala, by J. 7 

(Blackwood). 

The Jewish race, its fee lings and aspirations, has never been more sympa- 
thetically depicted than by the gifted woman who was known to all the world 
as * George Eliot.” It is natural that Jews in return should show a reverent 
interest in one who went out of her way to understand and interpret a misunder- 
stood people and lite rature. The publication of her life, therefore. is “4 literary 
event that appeals to English Jews with double attraction ; they will desire to 
penetrate more de ply than hitherto into the thoughts of England's greatest 
woman of letters, they will natarally be anxious to see how far the views put 
forth under the guise of fiction were actually shared by the gifted author of 
Sephardo and Mordecai, of Alcharisi and Mirah Lapidoth. The general press 
has during the week done its utmost to satisfy the more general interest in these 
volumes ; here we 0D iturally concentrate our attention on those passages, nor are 
they few, in which ic orgee Eliot either recounts her experiences of Jewish life 
or gives her views on Jewish subjects. 

The first of these references to Judaism contains views which were 
completely repudiated in later days, but they deserve the more careful attention 
as thev show that George Eliot came to the study of Jews with no sentimental 
prepossession in favour of them, but rather with the conventional odiwin: theo 
logicum which was current amMonge the evarnge lical sect in which she moved at 
the date when the following was written (the beginning of 1848) : 

It is some time since I read “ Tancred,”’ so that | have no very vivid recollec- 
tlon of its details ; but I thought it very “ thin “ and inferior in th» working up 
to * Coningsby’ and “ Sybil.”” Young Englandism is almost as remote from my 
sympathies as Jacobitism, As far as its force is concerned, though 1 love and respect 
itas an effort on behalf of the people. D'Isracli is unquestionably an able man, 
and I alwaysenjoy his tirades against Liberal principles as opposed to popular prin- 
ciples—the name by which he distinguishes hisown. As to his theory of races, it 
has not a leg tostand on, and can only be buoyed up by such windy eloquence as 
—You chubby-faced, squabby-nosed Europeans owe your commerce, your arts, your 
religion, to the Hebrews—nay, the Hebrews lead your armies ;in proof of which 
he can tell us that Masséna, a second rate General of Napoleon's was a Jew, whose 
real name was Manasseh, Extermination upto a certain point seems to be the 
law for the inferior races—for the rest fution both for physical and moral ends, 

It appears to me that the law by which privileged classes degenerate from continual 
intermarriage, must act on a larger scale in deteriorating whole races, The nations 
have been always kept apart until they have sufficiently developed their idiosyn- 
crasies, and then some great revolutionary force has been called into action, by 
which the genius of a particalar nation became a portion of the common mind of 
humanity. Looking at the matter wsthetically, our idea of beauty is never formed 
on the characteristics of a single race. I confess the types of the pure races, how- 
ever handsome, always impress me disagreeably ; there is an undefined feeling that 
I am looking not at man, but at a specimen of an order under Cuvier'’s class i mana, 
The negroes certainly puzzle me. All the other races seem plainly destined to 
extermination, not excepting even the Hebrew Caucasian. But the negroes are too 
important, physiologically and geographically, for one to think of their extermina- 
tion ; while the repulsion between them and the other races seem too strong for 
fusion to take place to any great extent. On one point I heartily agree with 
Disraeli as to the superiority of the Oriental races—their clothes are beautiful and 
their manners are agreeable. Did you not think the pictare of the Barroni family 
interesting’ I should like to know who are the originals. ‘The fellowship of race 
to which D'Israeli so exultingly refers, the munificence of Sidonia, is so evidently 
an inferior impulse, which must ultimately be superseded, that I wonder even he. 
Jew as he is, dares to boast of it. My Gentile nature kicks most resolutely against 
‘any assumption of superiority in the Jews, and is almost ready to echo Voltaire’s 
vituperation, I bow to the supremacy of Hebrew poetry, but much of their early 
mythology, and almost all their history, is utterly revolting. Their stock has pro- 
duced a Moses.and a Jesus ; but Moses was impregnated with Egyptian philosophy 
and Jesus is venerated and adored by us only for that wherein he transcended or

refuted Judaism, Thevery exaltation of their idea of a national duty into a | 


spiritual monotheism reems to have been borrowed from the other Oriental tribes. 
Everything specifically Jewish is of a low grade, 

As, however, her mind grew under the influence of London life and foreign 
travel, these harsher views disappear, and we observe a great readiness to come 
across Jews and Jewish subjects. At her visit to Prague in 1858 she visits the 
burial-ground there, the Alter Friedhof; at Leghorn, two years later, she 
attended service at the synagogue, and in 1866 the following passage of a letter 
to Miss Hennell will tell her experiences.in synagogues at Amsterdam : 

We looked about for the very Portuguese Synagogue, where Spinoza was nearly) 
assassinated as he came from worship, But it no longer exists. There are no less. 
than three |’} Portuguese Synagogues now—very large ani handsome. And inthe 
evening.we went to see worship there. Nota woman was present, but of devout 
men not a few—a curious reversal of what one sees in other temples, The chant- 
ing and the swaying about of the bodies——almost a wriggling—are not beautiful to 
the sense ; but I fairly cried at witnessing this faint symbolism of a religion of 
sublime far-off memories. The skulls of St. Ursula’s eleven thousand virgins seem 
a modern suggestion compared with the Jewish Synagogue, 

The observant reader of “ Daniel Deronda” will bave little doubt that this 
experience formed the basis for the fine passage where Deronda visits the Rub. 
binische Schule at Frankfort, and is so impressed by historic emotions. 

And while thus showing an interest in Jewish sites, she was giving proof of 
her insight into Jewish character by the tine portrait of the mediwval astrologer 
Sephardo (an impossible name, by the bye), in the “Spanish Gypsy.” In con- 
sidering the plan of this work, which she worked out under the influence of an 
idea rather than of an inspiration, she had at first thought of adopting the Jews 
instead of the gypsies as giving the requisite hereditary claims. But she found 
herself in contlict with history, and dismissed the idea, for the time only, to take 
it up in a more effective form in “ Daniel Deronda.” selene 
The history of this great, and to Jews ever memorable, work can be followed 
in these pages almost day by day. On January 13th, 1875, we learn that she 
was engaged on “ Deronda,” p. 234 [qy. of MS. or of one vol. edition 7)” .By 
October 10th of the same year she had the first four parts ready for printing 
On Christmas Day, 1875, she had finished the fifth book ‘ee Mordecai’), but was not 
far 6n in the 6th (“ Revelations”). Probably the seenes between Mordecai and 
Deronda, including the inimitable club scene, were finished by this date. On 
the 2th April, 1876, the 7th book was sent off, and at that time George Eliot 

reports in her journal, ‘The Jewish part seems to satisfy nobody.’ As an 
instance of her care in minutiw may be mentioned a discussion with Black. 
wood whether any explanation should be given of the word tephilin, used by 
Alcharisi in her interview with her son. A little later on, however on the 3rd 
of June, “The Jewish part apparently creating strong interest” is the entry in 
her journal. And after their return from the country Mr. and Mrs. Lewes found 
numbers of congratulatory letters awaiting them. Writing of these to Black- 
wood, under date 2ad September, George Eliot remarks : 

Mr, dewes, however, is more eager than I, and he has just brought up to me 


a letter, which has certainly gratified me more than anything else of the sort I ever 
received, Itisfrom Dr. Hermann Adler, the Chief Rabbi here, expreesivg his 
“warm appreciation of the fidelity with which some of the best traits of the Jewish 
character have been depicted by ” Xc., Xe. 

And a little later, the 3rd October, the same words of thanks are daily being 
pours din: 

I have had some very interesting letters both from Jews and from Christians 
about “Deronda.”’ Part of the Club scene is translated into Hebrew in a German- 
Jewish newspaper. 

This was a mistake ; the Magid cannot bé called in any sense a German-Jewish 
paper, being printed in Hebrew, and circulating principally in Russia, although 
published at Lyck, in Prussia, so as to avoid the stringent censorship in Russia. 
Then follows an interesting letter to Mrs. Beecher Stowe, which deserves quota- 
tion for the ligh it throws on the motive with which the work was undertaken : 


As tothe Jewish element in “Deronda,” I expected from first to last, in writing it 
thatit would create much stronger resistance, and even repulsion, than it hasactually 
met with. But precisely because I telt that the usual attitude of Christians towards Jews 
is—I hardly know whether tosay moreimpiousor more stupid when viewed in the light 
of their professional principles, I therefore felt urged to treat Jews with such sym- 
pathy and understanding. as my nature and knowledge could attain to. Moreover, 
not only towards the vw ewes, but towards all Oriental peoples with whom we English 
come in contact, a spirit of arrogance and contemptuous dictatorialness is observ- 
able which has become a national disgrace to us. There is nothing I should care 
more to do, if it were possible, than to aronse the imagination of men and women to 
a vision of human claims in those races of their fellow-men who most differ from 
them in customs and beliefs. But towards the Hebrews we western people, who 
have been reared in Christianity, have a peculiar debt, and whether we acknowledge 
itor not, a peculiar thoroughness of fellowship in religious and moral sentiment. 
Cananything be more disgusting than to hear a people called “ educated "’ making 
small jokes about eating ham, and showing themselves empty of any real knowledge 
as to the relation of their own social and religious life to the history of the people 
they think themselves witty in insulting? They hardly know that Christ was a 
Jew. And I find men, educated, supposing that Christ spoke Greek. To my feeling, 
this deadness to the history which has prepared half our world for us, this inability 
to find interest inany form of life that is not clad in the same coat-tails and flounces 
as our own, lies very close to the very worst kind of irreligion. The best that can 
be eaid of it is. that itisa sign of the intellectual narrowness-—in plain Eoglish, 
the stupidity—which is still the average mark of our culture. ae 

Yes, I expected more aversion than I have found, But I was happily indepen- 
dent of material things, and felt no temptation to accommodate my writing to any 
standard except that of trying to do my best in what seemed to me to be most 
needful to be done ; and I sum up with the writer of the Book of the Maccabees — 
“If Ihave done well, and as befits the subject, itis what I desired ; and if I have 
done ill, it is what I could attain unto.” 


Another entry follows in the journal on December Ist : 


I have been made aware of much repugnance, or else indifference, towards the 
Jewish part of “ Deronda,” and of some hostile as well as adverse reviewing. On 
the other hand, there have been strongest expressions of interest—some persons 
adhering to the opinion, stated during the early numbers, that the book is my beat. 
Delightful letters have here and there been sent to me ; and the rale, bothin America 
and in Envland, has been an unmistakeable guarantee that the public has been 
touched. Wordsof gratitude have come from Jews and Jewesses, and these are 
certain signs that I may have contributed my miteto a good result, 

And a fortnight later there is an entry summing up all the pleasant signs of 
gratitude shown by representative Jews : 

At the beginning of this week I had deep satisfaction from reading in the 
limes the report of a lecture on “ Daniel Deronda,” delivered by Dr. Hermann 
Adler to the Jewish Working men—a lecture showing much insight, and implying 
an “expectation of serious benefit. Since then I have had adelichtful letter from 
the Jewish Theological Seminary at Breslau, written by an American Jew named 
Isaacs [ Dr. Abraham Isaacs now Editor of the Jewish Messenger, New York| who 
excuses himself for expressing his feeling of gratitude on reading *“ Deronda,” and 
aesures me of his belief that it has even already had an elevating effect on the 
minds of some among his people—predicting that the effect will spread ee cae 
and last night I had a letter from Dr, Benisch, Editor of the Jewish Chronicle 
announcing a copy of the paper containing an article written by himself 
on reading “ Deronda’ (there have, long ago, been two articles in the same 


} journal reviewing the book), and using strong words as to the effect the book is 


producing. I recon! thete signs that 1 may look back on them if they come to be 
confirmed. 

It is clear that it was near to George Eliot’s heart to have the Jewish part 
of ** Daniel Deronda” properly appreciated by her readers, and especially her 
Jewish readers. And it was certainly a triumph of artistic power that she had 
succeeded so completely in touching the hearts of Jews. It was her mission to 
be an wsthetic teacher, to make men better by rousing the nobler emotions. 

On the 10th November, 1877, she writes : 

A pleasant correspondence has been opened with Professor Kaufmann, now 
Principal of the Jewish Theological Seminary at Pesth ; and his “ Attempt at an 
Appreciation of ‘ Daniel Deronda’” has been translated into English by young 
Ferrier, son of Professor Ferrier. : 


The pleasant correspondence with Professor Kaufmann (our correspondent 
+ Buda-Pesth) may serve to sum up these Jewish jottings from George Eliot's 
ife : 

Hardly, since I became an author, have I had a deeyer satisfaction—-I may eay., 
amore heartfelts joy—than you have given me in your estimate of “Danie! 
Deronda,"’ 

I must tell you that itis my rule, very strictly observed, not to read the criti- 
cisins On my writings. For years I have found this abstinence necessary to preserve 
me from that discouragement as.an artist which ill-jadged praise, no less than il!- 
judged blame, tends to produce in me, For far worse than any verdict as to. the 
proportion of good and evil in our work, is the painful impression that we write 
for a public which haa no discernment of good and evil. 

Certainly if I had been asked to choose m/at should be written about my books, 
and who should write it, I should have sketched—well, not anything so good 4%. 
what you have written, but an article which must be written by a Jew, who showed 
not merely asympathy with the best aspirations of his race, but a remarkable in- 
sight into the nature of art and the processes of the artistic mind. 

Believe me, I should not have cared to devour even ardent praise if it had not 
come from one who showed the discriminating sensibility, the perfect response to 
the artist's intention, which must make the fullest, rarest joy 1o one who works 
from inward conviction, and not in compliance with current fashions. 

Sucha response holds for an author not only what is best in “the life that 
now is,” but the promise of “that which is to come.” I mean, that the usual ap- 
proximative narrow perception of what one has been intending and profoundly 
feeling in one’s work, impresses one with the sense that it must be poor perishable 
stuff, without roots to take any lasting hold in the minds of men: while any iD- 
stance of complete comprehension encourages one to hope that the creative 
prompting has foreshadowed, and will continue to satisfy, a need in other minds.

I see by your last letter that your Theological Seminary was to open on the ith 
of this month, 80 that this too retrospective letter of mine will reach you when 
you arein the midst of your new duties. I trust that this new institution will be 
a great good to professor and students, and that your position isof a kind that you 
contemplate as permanent. To teach the young personally has always seemed to 
me the most satisfactory suppletnent to teaching the world through books ; and 
I have often wished that 1 had such a means of having fresh living spiritual children 
within sight. 

One can hardly turn one’s thought towards Eastern Europe just now without a 
mingling of pain and dread ; but we mass together distant scenes and events in an 
unreal way, and one would like to believe that the present troubles will not at any 


time press on you in Hungary with more external misfortune than on ws in 
England. 

When we add that she took great interest in Deutsch’s article on the Tal- 
mud—the celebrated Quarterly of October, 1867—and recommends it to 
two of her correspondents, especially “ the beautiful soul-cheering things selected 
for quotation,” that she gives, from Deutsch doubtless, a Midrashic comment on 
ltuchel interceding for Israel, we have culled all the references in this highly 
interesting life which deal directly with Jews or Judaistn. It would be a task 
of more difficulty, though of great attraction, to connect her life and views as a 
great religious and #sthetic teacher with the topic she chose for her last great 
novel, that, too, in which, as the above extracts show, she was conscious of 
having spoken things that had been given her to sey. 


WESTMINSTER JEWS. FREE SCHOOL, 


The aunual meeting of Subscribers to the Westminster Jews’ Free School was 
held on Sunday at the School, Hanway Place, Oxford Street. Mr, Louis DAVIDSON, 
President, occupied the Chair. 


ZS In moving the adoption of the annual report and balance-sheet. the CHAIRMAN 


said that he would not trouble the meeting with any‘lengthy !emarks, as he would 
shortly have to speak more fully on the position and needs of the institution at the 
dinner which was to be held in aid of its funds, and at which he would preside. He 
wished, however, to call special attention to the fact that owing to some difficulties 
with the tenants the school would for some time at least lose the not insignificant 
sum of £275, the amount for which the property in Greek Street had been let, 
rannum. Apart from this loss, there was a deficit of about £600, and £400 was 
ne to the Treasnrer ; so that with the expenses of the forthcoming dinner, about 
£1,500 would be required from the public to put the finances of the school ona 
satisfactory footing. He ventured to hope that the appeal he would make on 
behalf of the institution would result in the sum required being collected, Among 
the valuable adjuncts of the school was its circulating library, for which contribu- 
lions were needed, and the scheme of giving dinners, which were much appreciated 
by the pupils, from 70 to 80 dinners being given about five timesa week. 

Mr. JULIAN JOSEPH seconded the adoption of the report and balance-sheet. 
After a few remarks from Mr. H. H. Collins, who expressed his belief that the 
Greek Street property would not be long untenanted, and that the Presidents 
appeal would meet with the desired success, the motion was carried. 

The principal items in the annual report were virtually embodied in the article 
on the Westminster Jews’ Free School, published in our issne of the lth. The 
actual income was about £4.770; but this sum included a legacy of £5,000 from 
the late Baroness Lionel de Rothchild, and a loan of £300 from the Treasurer, The 
expenditure reached nearly £1,800. 

The foliowing honorary officers were elected for the ensuing year; President, 
Mr. Louis Davidson: Vice-President, Mr. Claude G. Montefiore; Treasurer, Mr. 
Julian Joseph. The General and Ladies’ Committee were likewise re elected, 

Votes of thanks were passed to the Honorary Surgeon, Dr. Matheson ; the 
Honorary Secretary, Mr. Leonard L. Cohen ; the Auditors, Messrs Jerrold Joseph 
and Ernest Mocatta, and to the Chairman.

MICHAEL HENRY SOCIETY. 


On Saturday evening last Mr Lacien Wolf delivered a lecture, entitled “A 


few words on Jewish Education,’ at a meeting of the “ Michael Henry *’ Society, 
at the Stepney Jewish Schools. The Rev. Dr. HerMANN ADLER presided, 
rhe lecturer—after referring to the fact that in this country as well as in 
several Continental lands. even in Roumania and Russia, educational statisiics 
awarded the palm to Jewish pupils—said that these intellectual successes were a 
legitimate subject for congratulation, in so far as they assured to the individual a 
material future; but he did not see that they produced better Jews, that they 
strengthened those principles and instincts which had hitherto distinguished Jews 
from other nations, and which, it had been fondly hoped, would one day make Jew- 
ish conduct a model to the world, Three hundred years ago, when their ancestors 
were still shut up in dark ghettos, but were at any rate good Jews, a French philo- 
sopher bitterly complained of the purely intellectual bias of the educational systems 
of his day. The prevailing eystem of education still fo!lowed on the lines denounced 
by the philosopher, and the Jew had marvellously adapt«d himself to them. The 
result was, that while his ability to analyse and expound Judaism was by no means 
impaired, his inherent tendency to practice it had become sensibly weakened with 
his advance in general culture, The growth among Jews of what had been termed 
religious indifference wes a fact but too well attested. It had been wittily des- 
cribed some months ago by Professor Marks, when he said that a large sect ion of 
Jews seemed to worship nothing but the Malach Hamarct, Mr. Wolf adduced 
several facts in support of his argument as to the decay of Jewish spirit, not alone 
in England, but in the United States and other countries, and remarked on the 
prevailing tendency to misunderstand and even despise the glorifying symbols of 
Jewish home life. Having dwelt on what should be the higher and nobler concep- 
tion of the Jewish canse, he expressed his belief that there Was bpothing in the 
present system of education to advance it, The hours devoted to Hebrew and Reli- 
gion in Jewish schools did not suffice to meet the want, and if they were ten times 
given up to Hebrew grammar and theology, he doubted whether they would cnsure 
observant ind earnest Israclites, What Jews really re quired was a scheme of edu- 
cation calculated to foster a distanctly Jewish spiritin Jewish children, and designed 
to develope the peculiar features of the Jewish character, A greater effurt should 
be made t» cultivate the “historic sense "of the rising generations. Their own 
imaginations should be appealed to, not only through Biblical studies, in which 
Jews ané Christians had a common interest, but also through the post-Biblical 
history of Judaism, which ran side by side and in strong contrast with the Christian 
national histories, The same imagination that now revelled in the brutalities of 
Norman kings should be made to appreciate the martyr history of Judaism, sho ald 
be taught how heroic were the Hebrews of the past in their fidelity to their fai th, 
and how beneficial had been the influence of Hebrew thought and culture in the 
history of human progres. Having contrasted, in a reference to the encounters 
between the redoubtab!e Constable of Fraace and the dusky Moorish infidels, the 
shockiny realities of chivalric Europe with the manifold beauties of that Moorish 
civilisation which the Jews so substantially helped to establish, and of which thev 
were among the brightest ornaments, he urged that such historical coutrasts might 
with beneficial results to their Jewish character and pride, be bronght under the 
no.ice of Jewish school-boys, But while it was doubtful whether the administrators 
of Jewish schools, witha knowledge of Government grants to be earned, would extend 
the range of purely Jewish studies, societies of young men, such as the Michael! 
Ilenry Society, coulddo much towards the accentuation and development of purely 
Jewish character that wae so desirable. The name chosen by the Society, whose 
members he was addressing should bea powerful incentive towards thit end, 
for Michael Henry was in every respect a typical Jew. Many such societies had 
been startedand had failed, because their promoters did not understand that the 
provision of amusement was compatible with higher duties and higher aims. 
The lecturer resumed his seat amid loud applause. 


The Rey. Dr. H, ADLER, in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Lacien Wolf, 


paid an earnest tribute to the life and character of the late Michael Henry, and 
expressed his gratification at the establishment of a society, the cause of which was 
sanctified by having their laniented friend's nameattache! to it. Dr. Adler said 
he fully concurred in the opinion so forcibly set forth by the lecturer, that greater 
attention should be paid to the study of post-Biblical history. It wasa great draw- 
oack that such s ant attention was given to this branch of instruction. But the 
managers and headmasters of schools were really not to be blamed, The great 
difficulty they had to contend with was that Her Majesty's Inspectors watched tha 
the tale of bricks were regularly delivered ; they had, therefore, to be content if 
the barest elements of religious and Biblical knowledge were conveyed tothe pup: |: 
in Jewish schools, But in Jewish homes and societies some time should be devoted 
to the facinating stusy advocated by Mr. Wolf, and he earnestly hoped that a work 
on this subject, of not, so ponderous a character as Graetzs history, but in one 
volume, would be written for the benefit of the rising generation of Jewa, 

Mr. ASHE PAYNE seconded the vote of thanks, which was briefly acknowledged 
by Mr. Wolf. A similar compliment was paid to Dr, Adler, on the motion of Mr, 
M. Abrahams, B A., seconded by Mr. Charles Shmith.

MissSIONARIES IN PALESTINE.—-The Society “ Ezra,’ which has been formed 
in Berlin for the purpose of rescuing Jews who have had the misfortune of falling 
into the hands of the missionaries, is meeting with considerable support in all parts 
of Germany and other Continental countries, The number of contributing members 
at present exceeds 6,500, | 


A Curiovs MARRIAGE.-—The synagogue in the Rue des Tournelles in Paris 
was recently the scene of a remarkable marriage, inasmuch as both bridegroom and 
bride were converts, neither of whom had a single drop of Jewish blood in their 
veins, The real cause of this unusual occurrence does not appear to be known, but 
the most plausible reason given is that the young couple, having met with unex} ested 
resistance on the part of the Curé of the parish to their being united in marriage, 
determined not to dispense with a religious ceremony. As this had been refused by 
the church, they sought the benediction at the hands of the synagogue. After 
having undergone the necessary course of instruction, the inteoding couple were 
received into the Jewish community and married shortly afterwards.
